Regiment Left Los Angeles and Will 
Arrive Here on the ’Unlucky”’ 
Day of the Week—Thirteen Of- 
ficers at the First Mess. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 10.—[Exclu- 
Sive Dispatch.] All the baleful influ- 
ences that have proverbially attached 
thirteens and Fridays struck the Sev- 
enth California Regiment five months 
ago, and every man in Berry’s com- 
mand is satisfied it has accomplished 
the regiment’s undoing. Over the 
track of the Seventh during the en- 
campment here thirteens and Fridays 
are as leaves in the way of the win- 
ter wind.

OIL STEAMER AFIRE. 


The Weehawken Aground on Cherry 
Isiand Flats, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT,] 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 10.—The Brit- 
ish steamer Weehawken is aground 
and on fire on Cherry Island flats in 
the Delaware River, about twenty miles 
below this aity. The Weehawken 
cleared from this port for Venice on 
Saturday yith a cargo of over one mil- 
lion gallons of oil valued at about 
$40,000. The pilot of the German 
steamer Guther from Plymouth for 
Philadelphia, which arrived at Marcus 
Cook this morning, reports that the 
Weehawken will be a total loss. 

The crew escaped from the burning 
vessel and ran alongside in a small 
boat. The flames are coming out of 
the funnels and the bunkers, and the 
fire is aft, but there is little likelihood 
of confining it to that part of the ves- 
sel. The Weehawken is owned by the 
Weehawken Steamship Company and is 
chartered by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. She is 310 feet long 40 foot beam, 
28 foot depth of hold, with a gross ton- 
nage of 2784.

FIFTEEN DIRECTORS TO 
ELECTED AT SALT LAKE, 


The Slate Agreed Upon Will Make 
No Change in the Company’s Af- 
fairs—Largely a Legal Formal- 
ity—Rumors About the Short 
Line. 


[BY sDIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SALT LAKE (Utah,) Oct. 10.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] At noon tomorrow, 
in this city, the reorganized Union 
Pacific Railroad Company will hold its 
first annual stockholders’ meeting. At 
this meeting fifteen directors will be 
elected and such.other business will 
be transacted as may legally come be- 
fore the meeting. In possession of 
proxies representing nearly the whole 
stock of the company, there arrived in 
the city this evening several directors 
who will vote stock at the meeting. 
With the directors were Union Pacific 
officials and Oregon Short Line direct- 
ors, who came to attend this and their 
own stockholders’ meeting Wednes- 
day. 

The slate agreed upon for tomorrow's 
election will not make any change in 
Union Pacific affairs. The dominating 
force on the directory will be the same 
as heretofore so plainly represented by 
Marvin Hughitt. Representation will 
also be given to the older Union Pacific 
ownership, as well as to all interests. 
The meeting will be, to a great extent, 
a matter of legal formality, and will be 
carried on largely by prmxies. 

Considerable interes* or much Ieusi 
importance is attached to the Oregon 
Short Line meeting Wednesday, owing 
to persistént rumors from Omaha to 
the effect that the road is again to be 
controlled by the Union Pacific. None 
of the officials would talk tonight, be- 
yond saying that the two meetings 
here would be merely formal legal af- 
fairs. It is a very safe prediction, 
however, to state that no sensational 
developments will occur. 

PACIFIC COAST MEETING.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Oct. 10.—The first 
annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Pacific Coast Company will be held 
in New York Wednesday for the pur- 
pose of electing a board of directors.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The fall 
term of the Supreme Court of the 
United States began at noon today, the 
fustices coming together after an ex- 
fended summer vacation. The court- 
room was crowded with prominent 
members of the Federal bar, including 
Atty.-Gen. Griggs, Solicitor-General 
Richards, Assistant Attorney-General 
Boyd, former Atty.-Gen. Garland, Sen- 
ator Foraker, Senator Mitchell of Ore- 
gon and many spectators drawn by in- 
terest attached to the opening day. 
There was added interest in the reas- 
sembling this year, owing to the im- 
portance of some of the cases about to 
be decided, including the test on tre 
legality of the railroad traffic associa- 
tions. 

Chief Justice Fuller announced that 
the annual custom was to meet and 
adjourn on the opening day in order to 
join in a call of respect on the Presi- 
dent, but owing to the President's en- 
forced absence from the city, the court 
would hear motions today and begin 
calling the docket tomorrow. The mo- 
tions were of a formal character for 
advancement, etc.

No Desire to ngage 
Creat Britain, 


Salisbury Evidently Knew Just 
What He Was: About. 


His Procedure Receiving Great 
Applause at Home. 


Publication of the Fashoda Blue 
Book Regarded as the Burning 
of His Bridges—The Paris Press 
Pleads for Moderation. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, Oct. 10.—[By Atiantic Ca- 
ble.] The comments in the newspapers 
show that the Marquis of Salisbury’s 
determined stand on the question of the 
occupation of Fashoda has come as a 
most agreeable relief, and as disposing 
of all theories of compromise. No 
whisper of dissent is heard anywhere. 
Both friends and opponents of the 
Premier are rejoicing in the fact that 
in publishing the blue book on the 
Fashoda question he has burned his 
bridges behind him. 

While it is recognized that the sit- 
uation, by this publication, has become 
more difficult for France, there is al- 
most entire absence of disposition any- 
where to believe that France proposes 
to press her claims to the point of 
danger, and this confidence was dem- 
onstrated by the capital tone of the 
stock exchange after a monetary scare. 
Such comment as comes from Paris 
also tends to abate alarm. 

The Matin, which is directly inspired 
by the French officials, voices today 
the more pacific mood which is appar- 
ently obtaining in Paris, saying: “We 
shall probably not risk a war with 
Great Britain for nominal sovereignty 
over territory at an immense distance 
from our possessions on the Atlantic. 
They jare as inaccessible from our 
coast as the mountains of the moon. 
We can retain our honor without re- 
taining Fashoda. Prudence should 
prevent us from overloading ourselves 
with much territory. We must be 
colonial, but in moderation.” 

The newspapers of Paris this evening 
take a calm view of the situation, and 
plead for moderation. They express 
a sincere desire for a friendly settle- 
ment of the question, when Maj. 
Marchand’s report arrives. 

But the prevailing view of political 
men is that the French Cabinet may 
find a way out of the difficulty in the 
report expected from Maj. Marchand, 
whom, it is expected, in response to a 
hint from the French Foreign Office, 
will declare that his position at 
Fashoda is untenable. The publication 
of such a report, it is held, will fully 


justify the French government in _re- 
ealling him.

MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 10.—The fol- 
lowing telegram has just been received 
from Superintendent Blanchard of the 
Northern Pacific at Walker, Minn.: 

“Woman just in at McGregor from 
Portage Lake, four miles west of here, 
reports two dozen Indians in war paint, 
drove her from her home. She thinks 
her husband and father. are killed. 
This is the first and only trouble re- 
ported along our line. Will you notify 
proper State authorities? I will take a 
deputy and a dozen men with guns 
from Carleton.” 

WHITE BARTH COUNCIL.

WHITE EARTH (Minn.,) Oct. 10.—

chiefs and head men, including leading 
mixed-bloods of the White Earth reser- 
vation, representing some 3000 people, 
was held” here today.

BACON AND CLOUGH, 

The Genernrt Consulting With the 
Governor—A Chief’s Telegram. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT,] 

MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 10.—The Fed- 
eral and State authorities are now 
working in harmony toward the quell- 
ing of the Indian revolt. Gen. Bacon 
offered to come down from Walker this 
evening to confer with Gov. Clough, 
but the latter advised conference by 
wire. He received the following tele- 
gram from Gen. Bacon: “Situation 
bad. Conference yesterday resulted in 
nothing. None of the Indian chiefs 
were there. Lumbermen are coming 
into Walker. Troops are needed at 
Cass Lake.” 

Nevertheless the Governor believes 
that the situation is well in hand, and 
that the recalcitrants are practically 
surrounded by the soldiers. The con- 
struction crews on the northwest ex- 
tension of the Brainerd and Northern 
to Bemidji and northward to Cass 
Lake have joined the refugees at 
Walker, and it may be necessary to 
send them back to work under guard, 
as these two extensions, in the event 
of a prolongation of the trouble, would 
be of great strategic value. Troops 
may yet be placed at three more points 
in adetiion to the present forces at 
Fosston Line points; these are where 
the line crosses the Mississippi, the In- 
dian Portage trail, three miles west of 
Bena, and Ball Club Lake. 

With these avenues of escape cut 
off, it would be practically impossible 


for the hostiles to escape. From Park 
River the Governor has received a 
personal statement signed by Chief 
Ned-Gay-Bue-Enanoway-Ruchko: 
“PINE POINT (lowa,) Oct. 10.—We, 
the Chippewa Indians at Pine Point, 


beg to state to the public that we are 
perfectly friendly to the whites, and 
have no ill-feeling, nor are we in any 
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Way hostile. We have decided at the 
council not to take any part whatever 
in the Leech Lake trouble.” 
REV..\WRIGHT'S PREDICTION.

GERONIMO’S LOGIC, 
Reminiscent Plaint About Indians 
and Government. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
OMAHA, Oct. 10.—‘‘The Minnesota 
Indians will see that they have made 
a great mistake in going on the war- 
path,” says Geronimo, the famous 
Apache chief, who is one of the In- 
dians now in camp at the Indian Con- 
gress. “I have never been in Minne- 
sota, but I hear that up there and for 
hundreds of miles beyond the white 
mem are as many as the blades of 
grass. If that is so, what can a few 
poor Indians do in a fight. They are 
making a great mistake and are fools. 
For years I fought the white man, 
thinking that with my few braves, I 
could kill them all and that we would 
again have the land that our Great 
Father gave us, and which he covered 
with game. 1 qQhoughit that the great 
Spirit would be with us, and that after 
we had killed the white men, the 
buffalo, deer and antelope would 
come back. After I fought and lost, 
and after I traveled over the country 
in which the white man lives and saw 
his cities and the work that he had 
done, my heart was ready to burst. I 
knew that the race of the Indian was 

run.” 

Asked what he thought would eventu- 
ally become of the Indians, Geronimo 
pointed to the west and said: 

“The sun rises and shines for a while, 
and then it goes down, sinking out of 
sight and it is lost. So it will be with 
the Indians. When I was a boy my 
father told me that the Indians were 
as many as the leaves on the trees, 
and that off in the north they had many 
horses and furs. I never saw them, 
but I know that if they were there 
then, they have gone now, and the 
white man has taken all they had. It 
will be only a few years more until the 
Indians will be heard of no more, ex- 
cept in the books that the white man 
has written. They are not the people 
that the Great Father loves, for if 
they were he would protect them. 
They have tried to please Him, but they 
do not know how. 

“Schools are good things for Indians, 
but it takes many years to change the 
If an Indian 
boy goes to school and learns to be 
like a white boy, he comes back to the 
agency and there is nothing for him to

Indian again. This is where the gov- 
ernment is to blame. When it takes 
our children away and educates them, 
i- should give them something to do, 
not turn them loose to run wild upon 
the agency. Until that time comes, 
educating the Indian is throwing money 
away. What can an educated Indian 
do out in the sage brush and cactus? 
There will be no more big Indian wars. 
The Indians’ fighting days are over, 
and there is nothing left for him to do 
but. be a beggar and live on charity 
around the agency.”

FRENCH PAPERS PROFESS FAITH 
IN AMERICAN GENEROSITY. 


Efforts to Make it Appear That Sen- 
timent Will Dictate Relcase 
of the Philippines.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT,] 

PARIS, Oct. 10.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] It is believed the question now 
being discussed by the peace conunis- 
Sion relates to Cuba and the adjust- 
ment of the debt of that island. The 
Paris newspapers show evidence of 
anxiety in behalf of the Spanish cause. 

The Matin, Sunday, alleged that an 
understanding regarding Cuba and 
Porto Rico was possible, as the United 
States claims everything and Spain re- 
fuses nothing, but the difficulty arises 
on the question of the Philippine Isl- 
ands. The Matin closed its remarks on 
the subject by expressing the belief 
that “We shall see the republic, which 
has just shown herself to be so brave 
and strong, show herself also gener- 
ous.”’ 

As the joint- commissions have not 
yet considered the Philippine question, 
the Paris papers appear to Americans 
as taking the statement that the Phil- 
ippine matter is under consideration in 
order to be in a position to abjure 
the American commission to treat 
Spain generously. 

The Gaulois this morning reviews the 
political situation, and declares its con- 
clusion that “between the alleged re- 
ported purpose of expansion and the 
Democratic opposition thereto, Presi- 
dent McKinley and the United States 
commission will be inspired, after all, 
with the sentiments of generosity 
which are the honor of victorious na- 
tions.”’ 

The keynote of these expressions 
seems to have been sounded by a Span- 
ish diplomat to an American heré last 
week, the divlomat saying that the 
United States should be generous to 
Spain.

SPAIN’S REINFORCEMENTS. 


This Government May Submit 


a Diplomatic Protest. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says the 
United States may submit a diplomatic 
protest to Spain through the French 
government against iis action in send- 
ing a Spanish auxiliary cruiser loaded 
with arms and ammunition to the Phil- 
ippines. 

In any event, the matter is under 
consideration, and it is believed has 
been called to the attention of the 
American commissioners in Paris. The 
cruiser in question is the Buenos Ayres 
belonging to the Spanish auxiliary 
navy which Admiral Dewey reported 
to the Navy Department several days 
9go0, is due to arrive at Singapore (Uc- 
tober 13. It is appreciated by the au- 
thorities that Spain has the same right 
in the eyes of international law to send 
reinforcements to the Philippines as 
this government has, and any protest 
made would be of the most diplornatic 
character and simply designed to make 
it plain that the continuance of the 
voyage of the Buenos Ayres is objec- 
tionable, 

On the other hand, a member of the 
Cabinet said that all of the Philip- 
pines with the exception of Manila, are 


| in the nominal possession of Spain and 


that it is her undoubted privileke, if 
She deems it advisable to do so, to send 
troops to the eastern islands to suhdue 
any insurrection that may occur. An- 
other member of the Cabinet who 
talked the matter over with the Pres- 
ident admitted that Snain has the 
moral right to send _ reinforcements 
to the Philippines, but as the forces 
of this government are in control, it is 
within its power to prevent such rein- 
forcements reaching their destination. 
However, it is not exnected that the 
matter will go beyond protest if it 
goes that far. 

From the dispatch received from 
Chairman Day, the authorities are still 
of the opinion that the work of the 
peace commission will be completed be- 
fore Congress meets. Mr. Day takes 
quite an ootimistic view of the situa- 
tion. It fs his desire to limit the time 
of discussion of the various voints 
raised as much as possible, in order 
that the negotiations may reach en 
early conclusion. Information which 
has been received here shows conclu- 
sively that Spain has no further hope 
of foreign interference, and this fact 
leads the authorities to believe that

HARVARD FIGHT.

United States postal agent 
at Santiago,. arrived here this morning 
on his way to Washington, where he is 
to report on matters relating to the 
postal service. He says that the con- 
centration of the Spanish troops at 
Cienfuegos is being actively pursued, 
about 1500 men being brought there 
weekly from the posts between Man- 
zanillo and Cienfuegos, on the south 
coast. The western railway of Ha- 
vana has made a reduction of 50 per 
cent. in the charge for transporting 
the Cuban troops. 

The Spanish Military Club of Ha- 
vana held a meeting yesterday and re- 
solved to dissolve. The club’s furni- 
ture will be sold, one-third ofthe pro- 
ceeds going to the public orphan asy- 
lum of Havana, and the other two- 
thirds to the asylum for the orphans 
of the soldiers of Spain. . 

The Spanish paymaster-general has 
published a notice to persons in the 
naval, military and civil service, an- 


nouncing that, beginning today, 
monthly payments will be ‘reéstab- 
lished, but there will still be four 


months’ arrears outstanding. 
RUMORS OF DEPREDATIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO, Oct. 
10.—Wild rumors of depredations in the 
western part of the island continue, 
but there is little foundation for them, 
though a certain disorderly element 
is still seeking the opportunity for per- 
sonal vengeance. Inquiry here as to 
these stories, which are .of Spanish 
origin, shows that they are greatly ex- 
aggerated. The Spanish evacuation of 
Vega Alta, Vega Baga, Toa Alta, Toa 
Baja, Dorado, Barcelonta, and Manati, 
was delayed owing to rains and floods, 
but it is proceeding now. 

The American commissioners received 
an important communication yesterday 
from Washington, and at the joint ses- 
sion today told the Spaniards it would 
be necessary to complete the evacua- 
tion by ctober 18, undertaking to sup- 
ply transportation for the remainder of 
the Svanish troops at that date if it 
should be necessary. 


GOING IT STRONG. 


Spanish Papers Reveling in Un- 


wonted Freedom. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

MANILA, Sept. 1.—[Wired from San 
Francisco, Oct. 10.] The Spanish news- 
papers in Manila are reveling in an un- 
precedented atmosphere of freedom and 
criticise the American authorities in a 
way that they never would have dared 
to criticise their own government, for 
the Spanish censor has now joined the 
great army of unemployed, and the 
United States censor confines his at- 
tention to cablegrams going abroad. He 
will not, he says, permit a word to be 
said in any way derogatory to the 
United States army or authorities, but 
he takes no notice of violent, inflam- 
matory editorials daily exciting the 
people of the Phlippines against the 
Americans. He lets Spaniards say 
what they like to their readers, while 
he refuses to trust the American people 
and loyal Amerian journalists. 

The Oceania Espafiola of August 21 
contains a fierce article: entitled 
“Chaos,” pointing out that no other 
word can describe the condition of Ma- 
nila under its new rulers. The article 
complains that the American authori- 
ties have removed public officials and 
have failed to appoint their successors, 
thereby creating great confusion and 
hardship to the population of the Phil- 
ippines. The editorial says: 

“Thousands of poor trades people, 1@- 
borers, contractors and others have 
been doing business for the municipal 
authorities of the different wards, and 
now everything is stopped and the poor 
people cannot even get the money that 
is due them for work girendy done, or 
goods already supplied, prior to the 
surrender. To thousands in this city 
one small silver dollar makes all the 
difference between starvation and con- 
tentment, yet all the dollars in the 
treasury have been seized by the 
‘Americans. Perhaps some day all 


debts shall be paid, but the artisan, 


she will not attempt to drag the ne-’' 


the street-sweeper, the small store- 
keeper, who does not know where to- 
morrow’s dinner will come from cannot 
feed his family on the song of ‘Some 
Day.’ 

“The government pawnshop and sav- 
ings bank is an American volunteer 
headquarters. How many thousands of 
people, therefore curse the Americans; 
people who have been ready to bless 
them; ready to welcome them as lib- 
erators, until they find themselves at 
liberty to starve ‘pending negotiations.’ 
There is no blame to the Americans for 
not being ready all in a minute to run 
a complicated organization entirely 
strange to them, but in the name of 
reason and humanity there is severe 
blame for stopping one machine before 
the other is ready. It has caused and 
is causing an indescribable amount of 
misery among the many thousands of 
poor people in Manila. 

“Gen. Merritt was quick enosush to 
grab the customs and get his stoeff 
working there, because the customs 
may be milked as richly as a good 
Swiss cow. But attending to the pub- 
lic want of a poor populace is not re- 
munerative, and he not only neglects 
it himself, but prevents others from 
going on with it as of old.”

SANTIAGO SUMMARY.

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Sept. 28.— 
{Correspondence of the Associated 
Press, wired from Chicago, Oct. 10.] 
The health of the United States troops 
now in the rovince of Santiago has 
considerably improved, not more thin 
10 per cent. now being on the sick list. 
Most of the cases of indisposition are 
merely light malarial fevers. Yellow 
fever has been practically stamped out 
of the city by the systematic cleaning 
process put in operation. 

Gen. Lawton is well-satisfied with 
the soldierly qualities displayed by his 
men since they have been here, and all 
reports from either place in the prov- 
ince as to the behavior of the ,Amer- 
ican troops are equally satisfactory. 

Gen. Wood advises investors not to 
come to Cuba if they intend their in- 
vestments to take the form of land 
purchases, as the records and archives 
have been left in a shocking state by 
the Spanish authorities.

CHURCH EXPANSION. 


New Jurisdictions of the Episcapacy 
in Japan and Hawati. 
' {ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—At today’s 
session of the triennial conferemce of 
the Enviscopal Church the expanding 
influence of the church was indicated 
by the memorial from the Japamese dio- 
cese, urging the creation of a southern 
jurisdiction in that country, and from 
the Anglican Church, in Honolulu, 
heretofore fostered by the English 
Church, asking that, in view of the 
annexation of Hawaii to the United 
States, the church of Hawaii be amal- 
gamated with that in this country, be- | 
coming a missionary jurisdiction. The 
propositions were referred, the Hawaiian 
subject going to the Committee.on In- 
creased Responsibility of the Church. 

The southern Florida jurisdiction 
submitted a proposition that each mis- 
sionary jurisdiction be represented in 
the council by one lay delegate vote. 
Laid om the table. A resolution was 
adopted for the appointment of a com- 
mission of five deputies to meet with 
a committee of bishops to select the 
city for the next place of meeting. The 
chair named as the committee of depu- 
ties Messrs. Morgan of New York, 
Spalding of California, Mamn of Mis- 
souri, Lindsay of Massachusetts and 
Waters of Louisiana. 

The divorce question came up and 
was placed on the calendar for discus- 
sion, following the resolution on the 
Czar’s peace manifesto. Among the 
resolutions presented and referred was 


-one expressing thanks for the sym- 


pathy of Great Britain toward this gov- 
ernment during the recent war with 
Spain, and hoping the time would come 
when the two great nations would 
stand “shoulder to shoulder” and “flag 
to flag’’ in the progress of the world. 

The main discussion of the day was 
on the amendment to the consititution. 
This related mainly to the internal or- 
ganization of the church and to the 
amendment of Article IV for the es- 
tablishment of standing committees in 
each diocese. 

SUBSEHPQUENT BUSINBSS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Article 4, 
governing the formation of new dio- 
ceses, was amended so as to permit the 
diocese of New York and Brooklyn to 
be divided. Article 5 was then recom- 
mitted for further comsideration by the 
committee. Article 6 was adopted ona 
vote by dioceses. 

The bishops appointed the following 
members of the joint committee on se- 
lection of a city in which to hold the 
convention of 1901—Messrs Potter of 
New York, Randolph of Virginia, 
Worthington of Nebraska, Lawrence of 
Massachusetts and Morrison of Du- 
luth. Am inyitation was received from 
San Francisco to hold the next conven- 
tion there. ' 

It was decided to create a new mis- 
sionary district in Japam to be known 
as the Kyoto district, which is co- 
terminus with the Japanese diocese. 
The missionary will be selected-by the 
bishops.

ARE LAID AWAY. 


The President and/' Family Receiving 
Telegrams of Condolence from 
All Parts of the World, 


MRS. GEORGE AT THE BAR. 


SHE APPEARS UNCONCERNED AND 
PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 


Defense Will Probably Be an Alibi. 
Ex-Mayor Rice is of the Woman’s 
Counsel—Tuesday the Day 
of the Hearing.

CANTON (0O.,) Oct. 10.—The funeral 
services over the remains of George D. 
Saxton, held at the Barber residence 
this afternoon, were very short and 
simple. ey were comducted by Rev. 
O. B. Milligan, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, the home church 
of the Saxtons, assisted by the Rev. 
C. E. Manchester, pastor of the First 
Methodist Church, with which Presi- 
dent McKinley is associated, in the 
presence of the relatives and mearest 
friends. A quartette sang a hymn at 
the opening. Rev. Milligan read a se- 
lection of scripture amd Dr. Man- 
chester offered prayer. There were no 
remarks made by either clergyman. 

When the services were over the fam- 
ily took their places in the carriages. 
In the first carriage were President 
and Mrs. McKinley amd Mr. and Mrs. 
M. C. Barber, other relatives and near 
friends, including Webb Cc. Hayes, fol- 
lowing in other carriages. Mamy peo- 
ple gathered about the Barber resi- 
dence and all along the route which 
was taken by the funeral cortege to 
Westlawn Cemetery, where the remains 
were comsigned to their last resting 
place in the Saxton family lot. 

To the many floral offerings sent to 
the President and members of the fam- 
ily have been added a flood of tele- 
grams and letters from sympathizing 
friends im all parts of the world. Among 
the messages received was a cable- 
gram of condolence to the President 
and the family from the American 
Peace Commissiomers in Paris. Mes- 
sages were also received from nearly 
all of the American diplomats and rep- 
resentatives abroad. 

The diplomatic corps at Washington 
has been particularly generous in ex- 
pressions and tokens of gympathy to 
the President and to the afflicted fam- 
ily. In his brief walks about the city 
for exercise, as well as about the house, 
the President has everywhere received 
expressions of deepest sympathy and 
condolence. Among the most frequent 
and most sympathetic callers at the 
house have been returned volunteer 
soldiers of the army sent to Cuba, sev- 
eral hundred of whom are hereon fur- 
lough. James McKinley, the Presi- 
dent’s nephew, who is home on a fur- 
lough after having served Gen. Henry 
as an _ orderly in Porto Rico, will join 
the Ofmaha party tonight. 

MRS. GEORGE ARRAIGNED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CANTON (0O.,) Oct. 10.—Anna E. 
George, charged with the murder of 
George D. Saxton, was brought into 
Justice Reigner’s courtroom today in 
the custody of Constable Charles 
Henry to enter her plea to the affi- 
davit charging her with murder. Long 
before the hour the courtroom was 
filled with men and women, all anxious 
to see Mrs. George and hear her plead 
to the charge against her. As she en- 
tered the room, assisted by the Con- 
stable, she made her way through the 
crowd and took a seat by the court 
table. She was clad in a plaid skirt 
of a gray color and a gaily-colored 
shirt waist and a jaunty hat, trimmed 
in the season’s style. She looked un- 
concermed and seemingly did not real- 
ize the momentous question to which 
she was to make answer to the court, 
The eyes of everybody in the court- 
room were upon her as she gazed 
about the room. Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Pomerene was the first of the coun- 
sel to put in an appearance, and he 
spent some time in looking over the 
Criminal Code. In a few minutes, Mrs. 
George’s counsel, Attorneys John C. 
Wellty, ex-Mayor James A. Rice and 
James A. Sterling entered the room. 
Attorneys Wellty and Rice took seats 
on either side of Mrs. George, and 
Wellty held a lengthy conference, and 
then asked for the affidavit. This was 
given him by Justice Reigner, and 
while it was being examined, Attorney 
J. J. Grant, a close friend and coun- 
sel of the deceased, came and sat be- 
ide the prosecution. 

After reading over the affidavit very 
carefully, counsel spent some time in 
looking over the criminal laws, and 
then Attorney Wellty said they were 
ready for the arraignment. He said 
they desired to waive the reading of 
the affidavit, and emitter a plea of not 
guilty to the charge. 

Prosecutor Pomerene said that they 
had a right to waive the reading of the 
affidavit, but that the prisoner must 
answer for herself as to her guilt or 
inmocence. With this statement by the 
prosecutor, Justice Reigner asked Mrs. 
George if she was guilty or not guilty 
to the charge made against her in the 
affidavit. Mrs. George, while seemingly 
not disturbed in the least, but in a very 
weak and scarcely audible voice, an- 
swered, “Not guilty.” 

After the arraignment there was 
some little controversy between the 
attormeys as to the time for the pre- 
liminary hearing. Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Pomerene desired to have the time 
for the preliminary hearing set for 
Saturday on account of engagements in 
Common Pleas Court every day dur- 
ing the week. Mrs. George’s counsel 
insisted on having the hearing within 
the statutory time, four days, and then 
Prosecutor Pomerene named the hour 
for Tuesday afternoon at 1 o'clock, 
which will be ordered. . George 
was then taken back to the County Jail. 

It is claimed the defense will be an 
alibi, and that the shots were fired by 
aman in woman’s garb. A postal card, 
dated Springfield, O., October 8, ad- 
dreissed to the Chief of Police, Canton 
signed “X. Y. Z.,.” says: “Killed Sax- 
ton, and am not sorry for it. Catch 
me if you can,” has ben received by 
ex-Mayor Rice. The coroner resumed the 
examination of witnesses this morning, 
and the number of his list indicates 
that his examination will not be con- 
cluded for several days.

‘MONUMENTAL NERVE, 


SPAIN ASKS SIX HUNDRED MILLION 
FOR GETTING LICKED. 


Has Put in a Bill for That Amount, 
and Moreover Wishes to Make 
the Evacuation of Havana Con- 
tingent Upon Solution of, the 
Philippine Question. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The assified cheekiness of 
the Spanish government is well illus- 
trated in the Paris special this morning 
announcing that Spain has pit ina bill 
of $600,000,000 damages against the 
United States. That is her estimate of 
what it cost to be whipped in the war, 
and she is employing her subtlest di- 
plomacy to collect the claim through 
the peace commission. Cuba and Porto 
Rico are lost to her, and the Philip- 
pines are in such condition that it 
might be better to give the islands all 
up than to undertake to retain the 
group without Manila. It seems to 
have occurred to the Spanish govern- 
ment, therefore, that it would be pfofit- 
able to stand out for the possession of 
everything still in reach in order to get 
as much compensation as possible for 
what would have been given up eventu- 
ally anyhow. 

The Spanish array of talent now 
laboring with the American Peace 
Commissioners has’ notably 
strengthened by the arrival at Paris 
of Jules Cambon, the French Ambas- 
sador to Washington, who represented 
Spain in negotiating for the protocol. 
He will remain in Paris two months. 
A campaign of flattery, and an appeal 
to America’s well-known compassionare 
being waged. A Spanish diplomat 
opened it last wek in a personal con- 
versation with an American of influ- 
ence, he eloquently arguing that the 
United States should be generous. 

The Paris newspapers, undoubtedly 
“inspired,” have taken the cue and are 
significantly urging in a chorus that 
Americans display now the liberality 
for which they are famous among the 
nations. 

On the other hand, it is also re- 
norted that the Spanish commission- 
ers yesterday received instructions 
from Madrid authorizing them to sub- [| 
mit to the peace conference that the 
Spanish Cabinet, considering that the 
demands to be formulated in regard to 
the Philippines are contrary to the 
spirit and text of the protocol, will, if 
such demands are insisted upon by the 
United States, instruct Gen. Blanco, 
whose army is now fully reprovisioned 
and supplied with arms and ammuni- 
tion and consists of veteran acclimated 
troops, not to evacute Havana and its 
defenses until the Philippine question 
is first settled, in conciliatory spirit 
and on the basis of recognition of Span- 
ish sovereignty in the archipelago. In 
other words, Sefior Sagasta wishes to 
make the evacuation of Havana a con- 
dition precedent to the solution of the 
Philippine question. 

The Madrid Cabinet bases its pres- 
ert action on the belief that, under 
the present circumstances, a resump- 
tion of hostilities by the offensive ope- 
rations of the United States fleet in 
European waters would meet with 
strong remonstrances on the part of 
France, Germany, Russia, Austria and 
Italy, and would eventually lead to the 
Philippine question being decided by 
an international conference, and not 
by direct negotiations between Spain 
and the United States. This is Spain’s 
present diplomatic object, for it is be- 
lieved in Madrid circles that such is 
the only means of retaining any ves- 
tige of Spanish sovereignty in the 
Philippines. It is certain that  in- 


ish commission do not admit of the 
evacuation of Havana until the Philip- 
pine solution has been arrived at. 
OMINOUS MEETING. 
A London special to the World says 
there is great activity at all the gov- 
ernment dockyards. The heads of the 
War Office held a special and ominous 
meeting at the residence of the Marquis 
of Lansdowne, Secretary of State for 
War. War is certain if France decides 
to mainiain Maj. Marchand in his oc- 
cupamcy of Fashoda in the Upper Nile 
Valley. There was a growing belief 
last night that France will back down. 
Lord Salisbury’s action in sending to 
the French government a virtual ulti- 
matum demanding France to retire 
from the Nile region has been indorsed 
by the press of all parties with unpre- 
cedented unanimity. The diplomatic 
situation remains unchanged. 
SPANISH VARIETY OF LIE. 

An official document received at 
Washington from Madrid gives a full 
report of the Spanish officers under 
Admiral Cervera regarding their treat- 
ment after falling into the hands of the 
Americans as prisoners of war. They 
say they were treated inhumanly and 
brutally; that they were driven aboard 
ship, the name they could not ascer- 
tain, and huddled together like sheep 
in a pen, without sufficient air to 
breathe, with no accommodations to 
sleep, with no water to drink, and lit- 
tle or nothing to eat. No respect was 
shown to those of rank, but all suf- 
fered alike, both men and officers. The

MILES AND ALGER. 


The breach between Gen. Miles and 
Secretary Alger is reported to be wider 
than ever.

Alger is 
said to be active again in his snubs to 
Miles. The latter was completely 
ignored in the recent order for re- 
organizing the army corps. When re- 
inforcements were ordered for Gen, 
Bacon in Minnesota, Miles was abso- 
lutely ignored. Gen. Corbin’s advice 
prevails in the War Office. 

Admiral Sampson, now at Havana, 
umless his physical condition improves, 
will soon accept relief from Washington 
and go on a furlough. His illness is 
also having a depressing influence upon 
other members of the evacuation com- 
mission. It was reported at Havana 
yesterday that news brought to Ad- 
miral Sampson in private dispatches 
from Washington, had caused hinf to 
worry and made his progress teward 
recovery slow. Sampson knows a plot 
has ‘been formed to make him. bear a 
large part of the burden of responsi- 
bility for the suffering of the soldiers 
at Santiago, and on the return trip to 
the United States. Only a few of the 
official dispatches have been made pub- 
lic, but among these few, are a number 
from Sampson giving him undue prom- 
inence. 

“PEACE AND GOOD WILL.” 

The Minister of Foreign Affairs of 
Chile, according to the Valparaiso dis- 
patch to the Herald, in an interview 
yesterday concerning the chief points 
in the present complications confront- 
ing the government in relation to ex- 
ternal matters said that as to the ulti- 
mate amicable settlement of these he 
was opimistic. There was a strong 
belief, the Minister said, that differences 
with Argentna would be satisfactorily 
arranged without recourse to extreme 
measures. This belief was based on 
the idea that a conciliatory spirit and 
policy would govern the new adminis- 
tration when it assumed the reins of 
government in Argentina. 

Both Chile and its neighbor, the Min- 
ister declared, were animated by an 
identical desire, peace and good will. 
In regard to the Peruvian protocol, it 
is thought Congress would approve it, 
the oppositon to it being weak.

FALL CROP REPORT. 


Barley and Rye are Off—California 
Shy on Hops. _ 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT,]} 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—In the ¢rop 
report issued today by the Agricultural 
Department, the usual wheat report is 
withheld, pending the result of further 
investigation. The preliminary esti- 
mate of the yield per acre of barley is 
21.6 bushels, or 1.9 bushels less than 
in 1897, and 1.3 bushels below the 
mean October estimates for the last 
ten years. The average for quality is 
91.3, as compared with 87.6 last year. 

The preliminary estimate of the 
yield per acre of rye is 15.6 bushels. 
This is five-tenths of a bushel less than 
the average of last year. 

The apple reports show a decline in 
every State in which this crop is of 
any importance, execpt in Maine, Mich- 
igan. Nebraska and Oregon, where a 
slight improvement is indicated. 

The yield per acre of hops is gen- 
erally in excess of last year; Califor- 
nia, avhere the yield will probably not 
exceed 1000 pounds to the acre, being 
an exception.

ANGRY NEW YORKERS. 


Threaten to Raid the Jail at 


Lexington. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT,} 

LEXINGTON (Ky.,) Oct. 10.—As a 
result of the killing of a private in the 
Twelfth New York Regiment by Pro: 
vost Guard Kitchen last night, 300 or 
400 members of that regiment formed a 
mob tonight and seized a train at Camp 
Hamilton with the intention of coming 
to town on it and raiding the County 
Jail for the purpose of taking Kitchen 
out and lynching him. 

Gen. Wiley and Col. Wood were 
quickly notified of the uprising, and 
they suppressed the mob by the most 
radical and prompt action. The out- 
break was not unexpected, and the jail 
wus heavily guarded. The * provost 
guard in this city was also doubled, and 
things are now quiet at midnight. It 
is believed that prompt measures that 
were taken have prevented what prom- 
ised to be a very serious affair. 

When Capt. Holbrook, adjutant- 
general on Gen. Wade's staff, ordered 
all peaceful soldiers to return to the 
camp, @ corporal spoke up and said: 
“All who do are cowards.” Capt. Hol- 
brook asked him to what regiment ‘he 


ae and he answered: “The big 
our.” 
Capt. Holbrook told him that was 


no way to speak to an officer. The 
soldier made some reply and Holbrook 
grasped him by the arm. The soldier 
tore himself away, leaving his coat 
sleeve in the captain’s hand, and, 
drawing a gun, fired at Holbrook. The 
bullet missed the captain. The cor- 
poral then climbed under a car. Lieut. 
Langden followed him, and was shot 
at twice. The soldier escaped. Many 
of the Twelfth New York Regiment 
had to be clubbed into submission. The 
Sixth Massachusetts Regiment was 
placed on special guard around Camp 
Hamilton. 

Later, a report reached camp that 
the mob was forming in town. The 
entire One Hundred and Sixtieth Reg- 
iment was sent to town about 11 
o’clock, A guard of fifty men has Leen 
placed around the jail and failer, 
Sheriff and deputies armed with Win- 
chestets, are protecting the prisoyzier. 
Kitchen is badly scared, and fears he 
will yet be lynched. 

Col. Gunder of the One Hundred and 
Sixtieth Indiana and his men patrolled 
the streets going through every res- 
taurant, saloon and open-house in town 
and arresting every soldier. Officers 
are arrested the same as men. All are 
taken to Loudon Park, with the regi- 
ment guarding them. Over five hun- 
dred were arrested. There is not a sol- 
dier in town now except the provost 
guard Capt. Gaines, in chirge of the 
provost guard, tonight ordered his men 
not to shoot unless compelled to, but 
when they did, to take aim to kill. 

Officers say Kitchen will unquestion- 
ably get his death sentence. When he 
shot Dygren he was under orders no: 

_ to have even his gum loaded. It is said 
Col. Leonard of the Twelfth New «ork 
was the principal promoter of the inob, 
The matter will be thoroughly investi- 
gatec tomorrow.

THD RETIRING GENERALS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The order 
designating the general officers to be 
mustered out of service dated October 
7 was published officially today, and at: 
the head of the list is Maj.-Gen. 
Joseph C. Breckinridge, who returns 
to duty November 30 as inspector- 
general of the army. Gen. Wheeler, 
who will command the Fourth Corps, 
stated before leaving Washington, that 
he expected to resume his seat in the 
House soon after it meets. 

Gen. Graham, who is to command the 
Second Corps, has been retired as a 
brigadier-general, and the question has 
arisen as to whether he shall be con- 
tinued lomger in the volunteer service. 
The Attorney-General has rendered an 
opinion that there is no reason why he 
should not, but there is a feeling among 
army officers that this would not be 
altogether fair to the young men, and 
it is probable that Gen. Bates and Gen.

WAR INQUIRY. 


Bad Pies and Stale Chicken. 
Typhoid Treatment. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT ] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Capt. J. 
H. Culver, Troop A, of the United 
States Volunteer Cavalry (Grigsby 
Rough Riders,) was before the War 
Investigating Commission today. He 
had been stationed at Camp Thomas, 
Chickamauga, from May until he was 
mustered out,’on the llth of Septem- 
ber. The food generally was abundant 
and good. 

Capt. Culver stated that at one 
time twenty-two of his men were sick. 
He thought the proportion not exces- 
sive, no greater than during the first 
davs of the civil war, and until the 
men learned to depend upon the army 


rations. and not go outside for food. ° 


He thought the pies sold to the men 
were unwholesome, and also said that 
much stale fried chicken was sold to 
them. In conclusion, Capt. Culver 
said he had no complaint to make of 
treatment, except in the location of his 
troop in the woods. He had protested 
against this location. 

Capt. Culver was followed by Dr. 
James H. Hysell, who was Gief sur- 
geon of the Third Division of the First 
Army Corps, and who was located at 
Camp Thomas from the 7th of June to 
the 2ist of August. He had been a 
surgeon in the civil war, and since 
then said he had been in general prac- 
tice. 

All the early cases of typhoid were 
treated in the regimental hospitals, 
and the patients were not isolated un- 
til after the construction of the division 
hospitals, when typhoid and suspicious 
cases were isolated, and the men were 
well attended by physicians and 
nurses. There had been 1100 cases of 
all kinds of diseases treated in the hos- 
pitals. and fifteen deaths. 


COMMISSIONER GALLAGHER TES- 
TIFIES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Dr. Hysell 
thought typhoid had been imported 
into the camp from the outside, and 
that it had been due to ¢he failure to 
properly cover over the sinks. He did 
not think it possible to effectually isc- 
late typhoid fever cases, as typhoid is 
so difficult to detect in its early stages. 
All reasonable precautions had been 
daken in locating the camp to prevent 
the development of disease. He ad- 
mitted that in case of another war, by 
the experience of the past, more effec- 
tive means could be provided. 

At the afternoon session, the com- 
mission examined Maj. H. J. Galla- 
gher. He had served at Siboney, San 
Juan and Santiago, and recently had 
the position of comissary sergeant at 
Momtauk. At Siboney the rations, he 
said, were forwarded almost as rapidly 
as landed. Only very small qantities 
could be accumulated, yet the commis- 
sary during their stay at Siboney had 
been able to meet all requirements 
made upon them for provisions by the 
troops amd none of them were ever 
refused. He heard no complaint of 
lack of rations, as they were able to 
forward about thirty thousand rations 
per day. 

From Siboney the depot was removed 
to El Poso, seven miles inland. At this 
point there were never enough rations 
to fill all the requisitions. There was 
a shortage in coffee and sugar, which 
continued for two or three days because 
of the high surf at Siboney. All the 
rations were good, but in some cases 
the hard bread would be injured by 
suddem showers. When this happened 
the bread was thrown aside and not 
used. Some potatoes, onions, tomatoes 
and canned beef had been thrown away 
at Santiago, being spoiled. Maj. Gal- 
lagher said there was a shortage of 
lighters, but he was not able to say 
why this was true. 

Col. Denby pressed for information 
as to the shortage of coffee and sugar. 
Maj. Gallagher stated that there were 
probably two days when the men were 
without these articles. A storm was 
the cause of this deficiency, but if 
there had been a sufficiency of lighters 
this deficijgmcy would mot have oc- 
curred. The major said there was not, 
to his knowledge, a shortage in any 
other article of food during the cam- 
paign. Col. Denby told him there was 
complaint of a deficiency covering a 
month’s time, but Gallagher said he 
knew nothing of it. 


OREGON AND IOWA. 


Kautz Says They are not Bound 


for Manila. 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Oct, 10.—The Chronicle 
says: ‘Contrary to -public belief, the 
battleships Oregon and Iowa, recently 
ordered to sail from New York to 
Honolulu are not destined to reinforce 
Dewey's fleet, says Commodore Aliert 
Kautz, the newly-appointed com- 
mander of the Pacific squadron, to suc- 
ceed Admiral Miller. 

“Commodore Kautz is in this city on 
his way to the Pacific Coast. There is, 
he says, little Mkelihood that the ves- 
sels would go to Oriental waters this 
year. He declared they would remain 
part of the Pacific squadron. One or 
both will probably be maintained per: 
manently in Hawaiian waters, ready tc 
sail at an instant’s notice for the Phil-

pass to Nygram. 

Private Bailey of the Third Engi- 
neers, was also shot by the provost 
guard and is in a critical condition. 
Private Doucett, reported to have been 
killed, died of typhoid fever in the hos- 
pital Sunday night. 


PRIVATE PARRETT. 


Charges Don’t Lie, but Tabor 


Must Go. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT,] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The board 
of inquiry appvinted to investigate the 
charges against Contract Surgeon 
Tabor, growing out of the death at 
Camp Wikoff of Private Hugh Parrett 
of the Eighth Infantry Regulars, has 
submitted its report to Secretary Al- 
ger. The board presents simply the 
testimony taken in the couse of inquiry, 
making no recommendations. 

The charges against Dr. Tabor were, 
in brief, that he neglected to ‘attend and 
prescribe for Private Parrett, and that 
the soldier’s death was dué to negli- 


gence or incompetency of the surgeon. | 


The evidence taken by the board shows 
that Dr. Tabor did prescribe for Par- 
rett, and that he attended him twice on 
the day of his death. Not fifteen min- 
utes before the man died, Dr. Tabor 
was talking to him in front of his tent. 
The man was then suffering from a 
case of acute pneumonia, superinduced 
by a bath which he had taken in the 
surf only a short time before. 

The report of the board of inquiry 
was referred to Judge-Advocate Leiber, 
and by him returned to the Secretary 
of War with the opinion that the 
charges against Dr. Tabor would not 
lie unider the testimony. The matter 
was then referred to Surgeon-General 
Sternberg, who decided that, under the 
circumistances, the best course to pur- 
Sue would be to relieve Dr. Tabor from 
duty by cancelling his contract as 
army surgeon. The necessary steps to 
this end will be taken at once. 

"NOTHER SEVENTH REGIMENT.

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—Orders were 
received at Camp Wykoff today for the 
Seventh Infantry, the only regiment 
there, to depart from camp.

WHAT A COMMISSIONER 
OF ALGER’S ANSWER. 


SAYS 


No Attempt Apparently Made to Ex- 
plain Causes for Soldiers’ Suffer- 
ings—After Reading Reports the 

' Commission Will Visit the Camps 
and New York. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says 
Secretary Alger has sent an answer to 
the War Investigating Commission, 
which. in the words of one of the com- 
missioners, “Does not answer.” 

‘In the first place,’ said this com- 
missioner; “‘we asked who had been 
influential in selecting the camp sites. 
The only answer vouchsafed is that 
Gen. Lee selected the camp at Jack- 
sonville. I do not think any other 
camp is mentioned. But this omis- 
sion will, no doubt, be remedied in the 
supplemental report for which we will 
call on the Secretary.” 

Secretary Alger’s report includes 
about 3000 avords, and in addition to 
the Jacksonville camp matter, covers 
only these points: The selection of 
Tampa as a point of embarkation; 
Rear-Admiral Sampson’s dispatch the 
cause of the hastening 6f troops to 
Santiago; Commodore Remey’s  dis- 
patch the cause of the subsequent de- 
lay of the troops. Discussion of these 
topics exhausts the report. 

No attempt seems to have been made 
to explain the causes of the hardships 
suffered by the soldiers in Tampa. The 
matter is brushed aside with apparent 
contempt in the reply that Tampa was 
considered a good location, and the 
most convenient point of embarkation. 
Secretary Alger will be asked for a 
fuller answer. 

The programme of the commission 
for this week 1s to have no witnesses, 
except those who may be caught pass- 
ing through Washington. The _ time 
will be spent in reading the voluminous 
report of the adjutant-general, then 
the report of Surgeon-General Stern- 
berg, and then the reports of other 
heads of departments. 

Members of the commission expect 
to leave for a tour of the camps a 
week from Monday. They may go 
first to Camp Meade before it breaks 
up. They will @o to Jacksonville, 
where Col. Bryan will be one of the 
important witnesses. The tour of the 
camps, it is thought, will consume 
about two weeks. The commission 
will return to Washington ahd later 
‘go to New York City. In New York 


two prominent witnesses will be 
called—Col. Theodore Roosevelt and 
R. B. Roosevelt. The latter made 


grave charges against the 
tion of Commissary-General Egan, 
and will be asked to substantiate them. 
After the examination in New York, 
the commission will return to Washine- 
ton before going to Santiago, which, it 
is thought, will be among the last 
things done by the commission.

CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—The annual Chi- 
cago day celebration of the Hamilton 
Club was held today in the Auditorium 
Theater.

Grosscup, who spoke 
briefly, battle songs and the national 
anthem were given by a chorus of 200 
voices, assisted by the United States 
Marine Band and the Auditcrium organ, 
At the conclusicn of Judge Grosscup’s 
speech, Mr. Depew was introduced 
amid wild applause. 

A TELLING SPEECH. , 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 
CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—Mr. Depew said 

in part: 

“For over (fifty years American 
statesmen grappled with, but failed to 
solve, the problems of Cuba, Hawaii 
and a canal through the Nicaraguan 
Isthmus. Hawaii seemed essential for 
the protection of our Pacific Coast, 
and Cuba, by its frightful misgovern- 
ment under Spanish rule, enlisted our 
sympathy and aroused our indignation. 
The irreconciliable divisions in Demo- 
cratic Cabinets made action on the 
part of the government, either for tne 
acqusition of Hawaii or.for peace and 
humanity in Cuba, absolutely impos- 
sible. The responsibility of governing 
these countries and the Philippines is 
great, but the policy of governing them 
by recognizing the manhood of their 
people has never been tried. The in- 
habitants of these islands will respond 
to the effort of a great, generous and 
free people to teach them and help 
them to govern themselves. 

“In the mean time, the increasing 
productiveness and the varying indus- 
tries which will be introduced, make 
these distant possessions self-sustain- 
ing and sources of revenue. Not only 
that, but they will be the growing 
markets for our goods. Every one 
who is familiar with the Pacific Coast 
appreciates the limitations which are 
placed upon its opportunities by its 
distance from the markets and diffi- 
culties of expense of transportation. 
The mountains of Oregon and Wash- 
ington are full of coal and iron, but 
they cannot compete with the coal and 
iron east of the Rocky Mountains, Cali- 
fornia raises, 20,000,000 bushels of wheat 
a year, but its market is too distant 
for profit. We become masters vf _ the 
Philippines, and have the harbor for 
our men-of-war, and our merchant ves- 
sels at Manila will be in striking dis- 
tance of China, at the moment when 
that old empire is crumbling to pieces. 

“The open market of Japan, and the 
opening of China will absorb not only 
all the wheat now grown upon the Pa- 
cific Coast, but all it can possibly pro- 
duce. Its markets will be so great 
for our steel rails, our machinery and 
electrical appliances, and our agricul- 
tural implements, that with a merchant 
marine on the Pacific, Oregon, Wash- 
ington and California will, in a few 
years, be among the richest and most 
productive States of the Union. There 
is. in the trade opening, a new field 
of labor and new opportunities for 
capital. The congestion of our market 
will be relieved, causes of panics will 
be diminished, the fierce competition 
among ourselves will be lessened, the 
farmers of the West and Middle West 
and of the Northwest will»find them- 
selves better able to compete in the 
markets ‘of Europe, with the Argen- 
tines, Russia, Egypt and India. The 
wheat of the Pacific Coast will go to 
the Orient, instead of to Liverpool. 

“Civilization and Christianity and 
orderly liberty following the flag will 
bestow inestimable benefits upon dis- 
tant semi-barbarous and alien races. 
There will be to our #wn people recip- 
rocal benefits which come from a 
thousand millions, instead of seventy 
millions of people, wanting the products 
of our soil, the results of our-agri- 
culture, the output of our mines, and 
the surplus of our mills, our factories 
and our furnaces.”’ 


CULLOM DEFENDS EXPANSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—The celebration 
concluded this evening with a banquet 
at the Auditorium Hotel, at which 
covers for 500 were laid.

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—A dispatch 
from Munich, Bavaria, announces the 
death there last Friday of Blanche 
Willis Howard, the American author. 
She was the widow of Dr. von Teuffel, 
formerly physician to the King of Wur- 
tem berg.

JAILER IS “oT JAILED. 


Officer Collizs of Contemp: 
of Court. 


City Jailer Collins has purged him- 
self of comtempt of court; he has 
shaken hands with Clerk Kinsey across 
the bloody chasm hat yawned between 
them, and will not have to lock himself 
in his own jail or do penance in the 
County Jail, as was the outlock at the 
close of last week. 

Collins appeared before Justice Owens 
yesterday morning to answer the 
charge of contempt, growing out of the 
altercation which Collins had with 
Clerk Kinsey in the courtroom last 
Saturday afternoon, whem the jailer 
and the court clerk almost came to 
blows because Collins questioned Kin- 
sey’s right to take prisoners from the 
jail and conduct them imto court. 
When asked to show why he should 
not be punished for contempt, Collins 
stated to the court that he was very 
sorry the disturbance had cccurred. He 
was under two fires at the time, for 
Detective Bradish had just hauled him 
over the coals for permitting the pris- 
oners to go into court before the de- 
tectives were ready. Collins, there- 
fore, followed Kinsey to the courtroom 
and demanded to know what warrant 
he had for coming after the prisoners. 
The clerk retorted that he acted on 
an order of the court, a statement 
which the court corroLorated, but the 
manner in which Kinsey replied irri- 
tated Collins, and during the excite- 
ment of the moinent he used language 
in the presence of the court that he 
would not otherwise have uttered and 
which he afterward regretted. No dis- 
respect for the court was intended. 
After Collins had made this explana- 
tion, Justice Owens stated thet De- 
tective Bradish had spoken to him 
about the maiter, informing him that 
he had upbraided Collins for letting 
the prisoners go out of his jurisdiction 
without the knowledge of the detec- 
tives, and that Collins was therefore 
justified in questioning Kinsey’s au- 
thority for removing the prisoners. 
There had been a misunderstanding 
ameng the detectives as to the time 
when the prisoners were to be brought 
into court. The court had the case set 
for a certain hour, and as the bailiti 
was otherwise engaged at the time 
emd there was no other officer within 
call, he sent the clerk after the pris- 
oners. The clerk had full authority to 
get them, and it was unfortunate that 
hot svords had passed between him and 
the jailer over the matter, but as Col- 
lins had disclaimed imtention of dis- 
respect and expressed regret that trou- 
ble had occurred in the presence of the 
court, the bench would let the matter 
drop. 

Collins, who had been under arrest 
by order of the court, was accordingly 
discharged. He and Clerk Kinsey hed 
a little confab afterward at which they 
buried the hatchet. The entente cor- 
diale is, therefore, fully restored, the 
jailer will not be jailed, and the de- 
tectives and police ccemsor may have 
acquired a faint suspicion that even 
their autocratic authority has its lim- 
its and is not extended over the courts. 


VICTIMS OF ALCOHOL. 


Varied Effects of Stuff Sold in Las 

Angeles Saloons. 
The quality of the stuff that is sold 
by some of the Main-street saloons 
under the name of whisky, is best 
judged by its effects. James Taler 
tried some of it last Saturday and, after 
the fourth drink, he was dead to the 
world. He woke up in a very penitent 
mood, and Sunday morning was horri- 
fied to find himself in the City Jail 
with a lot of other victims of alcohol, 
Taler is a carpeter 60 years old, an old 
soldier and the head of a respectable 
family. This was the first time in his 
life that drink got the better of him, 
and he was ashamed to go home to 
his wife and children. At least that 
is the story Taler told the Police Judge 
yesterday, in a voice choked with sobs. 
The Judge noted that it was Main- 
street whisky that Taler experimented 
with, and fined him . Then Taler 
sank in his seat and indulged in a 
quiet ween. 
John Kirkpatrick got outside of some 
red wine in the vicinity of the Arcade 
depot on Sunday, and it limbered up 
his tongue. The language he used was 
neither choice nor polite, so Officer Cox 
placed him under arerst. Kirkpatrick 
told the court that it was his first of- 
fense. He was a law-abiding American 
citizen, and had been a good soldier in 
his time. “Five dollars or five days 
was the court’s reply. 
T. Cox succumbed to the booze they 
sell on Los Angeles street, and Officer 
Holleran sent him in. tI was a $10 jag 
in the judgment of the court. 
James Smith, Daniel Reed and John 
Doane, plain drunks, sent in by Officer 
Richardson from Requena street, and 
the Plaza, got the customary $3 or 


when sent in by Officer Hubbard from 
First and Vine streets. 

J. H. Null undertook to drink all the 
whisky in a Los Angeles-street saloon, 
and when he was so full that he could 
not drink any more, the proprietor 
called Officer Ziegler to take him away. 
Null pleaded guilty to being intoxi- 
cated, but sentence was postponed till 
today. 

Bibiano Ceron was sleeping off a 
quiet jag when Officer Haupt ran him 
in. His handsome wife and a friend 
were in court to get him out of his 
difficulty. They were successful, but 
it cost $3.

DIDN’T GET THE ’’YOB.”’ 
How a Faithless Employment Agent

Designing employment agents would 
do well] to steer clear of Frank Lauteren 
when they are looking for victims, for 
Lauteren has proved himself capable of 
getting his money back or bringing his 
despoiler to justice.

The 
last wild-goose chase Nelson induced 
him to engage in was on Sunday, when 
poor Lauteren almost trudged his legs 
off looking for a one-legged man who 
was supposed to run a brick yard, 
where Lauteren would surely find 
work, for Nelson declared he had it all 
fixed up. Lauteren visited all the brick 
yards in the city and its suburbs, but 
could find no one-legged man who 
knew Nelson or had promised him 
work. 

Resolved to stand no more .such 
hoodwinking, Lauteren started in 
search of Nelson instead of work, yes- 
terday morning, with the fell determi- 
nation of getting his money back or 
handing him over to the officers of jus- 
tice. Lauteren met Nelson on Central 
avenue near the electric power-house, 
and proceeded to carry his determina- 
tion into ffect. Seizing the Scandina- 
vian by the neck, he forced him to yield 
up $2, and as Nelson could not or would 
not produce the other $2 which he owed 
the German Lauteren held onto him 
and began to call for a policeman. 

William Wells, a colored special po- 
liceman, heard the outcry as he was 
passing by on an electric car, and got 
off to investigate.

A FAT BOY’S PLIGHT. 


He Disturbed the Peace and Got 
into Jail, 

Oliver Thompson, a boy fair, fat and 
14 years of age, was arraigned before 
Justice Owens yesterday for disturbing 
the peace. 

“Guilty or not guilty?” inquired the 
court after the reading of the com- 
plaint. 

“Guilty, but he’s just as guilty as I 
am; he began it,” pleaded the boy with 
tears as big as biscuits in his voice. 

The complainant against young 
Thompson s Henry Fisher, a junk- 
dealer, residing at No. 823 East First 
Street. Fisher had hired the lad to 
haul away some manure for him. 
Fisher alleged that the boy abused the 
team, and refused to pay him the 50 
cents he was to have for the job.

He also 
promised to get even for the 25 cents 
held out on him, by inflicting punish- 
ment on Fisher's horse.

On Sun- 
day morning when Fisher visited his 
stable he found an ugly gash in one 
of the shoulders of the horse. He sus- 
pected young Thompson, and swore 


out a complaint against him for dis- 
turbing the peace.

EATON FOR MAYOR. 


UNANIMOUSLY NOMINATED 
AMID GREAT ENTHUSIASM. 


Republican City Convention Com- 
mences Its Labors—Rebuke to 
Disreputable Politicians. 


JOHN DRAIN RENOMINATED. 


LOUIS VETTER, THE SECOND WARD 
NOMINEE, FOR COUNCILMAN. 


William J. Variel Honored With the 
Chairmanship of the Convention. 
Declaration fcr Municipal 
Ownership of Water. 


Fred Eaton was nominated for Mayor 
by acclamation in the Republican City 
Convention last evening. Seldom is 
such a storm of enthusiasm witnessed 
in a political gathering as burst loose 
when his name was presented. The 
delegates cheered and shouted, hats 
and canes were waved wildly and 
finally the whole convention rose as 
one man and joined in three tremen- 
dous cheers for the nominee. It was, 
of course, a foregone conclusion before 
the convention met that Eaton would 
be at the head of the municipal ticket, 
but Irs most sanguine friends did not 
anticipate such an ovation as he re- 
ceived. It was a notable tribute to the 
popularity and worth of the next Mayor 
of Los Angeles. 

John Drain was renominated for 
Street Superintendent by a sweeping 
majority ,receiving the votes of more 
than two-thirds of the convention. The 
result was greeted with prolonged ap- 
plause from the lobbies and galleries 
No other 
nominations were made yosterday, but 
thie ticket will probably be completed 
today. 

The platform adopted by the conven- 
tion takes a decided stand for munici-

pal ownership of a complete and ade- 
quate domestic water system. The 
adoption of a new city charter is advo- 
cated. 

A strong blow was struck for the 
cause of decent politics by the unani- 
mous decision of the convention that 
the notorious John Griffin should not 
be permitted to sit as a delegate. In- 
deed, so much crookedness was dis- 
covered in the methods employed on 
both sides at the primary in Griffin's 
precinct that both the regular and the 
contesting delegations were thrown out. 


CONVENTION AT WORK. 


W. J. Variel Selected as Presiding 
Officer. 

The hour set for the convention to 
open was 10 o’clock, but it was nearly 
11 when Fred Eaton, the chairman of 
the City Central Committee, called the 
delegates to order. Willaim E. Ludlow, 
secretary of the committee, called the 
roll and Mr. Eaton then called for 
nominations for chairman. 

Frank Dominguez took the platform 
and nominated William J. Variel of 
the Ninth Ward. The nomination was 
received with hearty applause, and it 
was gracefully seconded by C. D. Wil- 
bur of the Fourth Ward, who had been 
the only other candidate for the honor 
of presiding over the convention, hut 
who withdrew from the contest in the 
interest of harmony. Mr. Variel was 
elected by acclamation. He addressed 
the convention briefly, expressing his 
sense of the honor conferred upon him 
and commenting happily upon . the 
bright prospect of Republican victory 
in the State, county and city cam- 
paigns. The mention of the names of 
Henry T. Gage, Jacob Neff and R. J. 
Waters elicited hearty applause. 

The business of completing the tem- 
poray organization was then taken up. 
R. A. Brown, D. Goldberg, C. G. De 
Garmo, O. W. Dunham, C. W. Fajir- 
banks and E. W. Hopkins were nomi- 
nated for secretaries A motion was 
made and adopted, authorizing the 
six nominees to select one of their 
number as secretary, the other five to 
act as assistants. 

Some discussion was excited by a 
motion authorizing the chairman to ap- 
point the usual committees on Resolu- 
tions, Order of Business and Creden- 
tials, each committee to consist of one 
member from each ward. C. D. Wilbur 
offered an amendment increasing the 
Committee on Credentials to seventeen 
members, and the other two commit- 
tees to fifteen each. The amendment 
was lost, however, and the original mo- 
tion prevailed. A recess was then 
taken until 1:30 in order to allow the 
chairman to make up the committees. 

When the delegates reconvened in 
the afternoon, Chairman Variel an- 
nounced that the same system of se- 
cret balloting would be employed that 
proved so satisfactory in the county 
convention. He stated also that no 
smoking would be permitted on the 
floor of the convention. 

The secretary then read the names 
of delegates who had been appointed 
by the chairman on the committees, 
as follows:

The personnel of the committees 
proved to be somewhat unsatisfactory 
to two.or three of the wards. D. J. 
Cooper, chairmam of the Seyenth Ward 
delegation, rose and said that his dele- 
gation desired to have James Vena on 
the Credentials Committee in place of 
E. L. Grubb, and Evan Lewis on the 
Committee om Platform in place of C. 
J. Kubach, who could not be present. 
J. W. Long of the Third Ward stated 
that this delegation desired to substi- 
tute E. A. Forrester on the Committee 
on Resolutions in place of H. 
Stephens, who could mot attend. 

Other changes were called for, but 
the suggestions were ruled out of order, 
as the chair had been vested with au- 
thority to select the committeemen. In 
view of the absence, however, of C.J. 
Kubach and H. 8S. Stephens, E. *. For- 
rester amd Evan Lewis were respec- 
tively named in their places. 

A resolution that nominations be 
made in the order in which the sev- 
eral offices are mamed in the city char- 
ter was referred to the Committee on 
Resolutions. 

In order to allow the committees to 
prepare their reports the convention 
then took another recess until 7:30 p.m. 


THE EVENING SESSION. 


Reports of Committees—Eaton and 
Drain Nominated, 
The delegates got into their seats for 


‘the evening session about 7:45 o'clock, 


and the hum of noises ceased. 

Chairman Variel asked if the Com- 
mittee on Credentials was ready to re- 
port, and the reply from the chairman 
of the committee was in the affirma- 
tive. The Committee on Permanent 
Organization and Order of Business 
also reported ready. The Committee 
on Resolutions and Platform was still 
in executive meeting. 

When the convention was called to 
order, at 7:55 o’clock, all the delegates 
were present, and the galleries were 
crowded, as was also the platform, 
where numerous ladies sat. 

Dr. Le Moyne Wills, chairman of the 
Committee on Credentials, reported in 
substance, as follows: 

Contests were filed in three precincts, 
and an error occurred in the number 
of delegates returped as selected in one 
precinct. The contested cases were ex- 
amined and resulted as follows: George 
S. Wilson was seated in the Eighteenth 
Precinct. despite the contest of C. B. 
Story, who claimed Wilson was a non- 
resident of the precinct. The attempt 
to unseat the whole Eighteenth Pre- 
cinct delegation was not sustained, the 
charges being not proven. In the 
Fifty-third Precinct H. B. Brown was 
seated in place of E. L. Grubb. 

A MERITED REBUKE. 

In Precinct Fifty-seven A, Eighth 
Ward, in the case of A. D. McDevitt 
and D. B. Ferner, against William Ed- 
wards Oppenheimer and John H. Grif- 
fin, the evidence showed fraudulent 
voting on both sides; that the election 
board had no judge and was under the 
control of an illegal voter, who acted 
as inspector, and the board was, there- 
fore, not properply organized, and the 
committee, taking all facts and circum- 
stances into consideration, in the inter- 
est of honest primaries and clean poli- 
tics, recommended that no delegates 
from this precinct be seated in this 
convention. The report § concluded: 
“The committee feels it necessary to 
rebuke .such methods as were used in 
this precinct on October 7, and if the 
residents of this or any other precinct 
desire representation in Republican 
conventions, they must see that the 
caucuses and primaries are honestly 
and legally conducted.” 

In the Fifty-sixth Precinct three del- 
egates were returned when the pre- 
cinct is only entitled to two delegates, 
and the two delegates having received 
the two highest number of votes were 
seated. On all other precincts the re- 
turns were correct as returned by elec- 
tion boards. 

That part of the report which recom- 
mended that no representation be al- 
lowed to Precinct 57 A, because of the 
frauds at the primary, was received 
with hearty applause. The report was 
unanimously adopted. 

A delegate from the Eighth Ward 
rose to request that the chairman of 
the ward delegation be allowed to cast 
two votes for the unrepresented pre- 
cinct. 

Dr. Wills declared that the commit- 
tee had given three hours to the con- 


.| sideration of the matter, and was fully 


convinced that frauds had been perpe- 
trated on both sides at the primary. 
If the Eighth Ward desired a voice in 
Republican conventions such practices 
must stop. There must be no more il- 
legal voting and voting names not on 
the Great Register. 

The prolonged applause that fol- 
lowed Dr. Will's’s address showed that 
the convention was in hearty sympa- 
thy with the rebuke administered to 
the blatherskites whose disreputable 
methods bring. politics into disremute. 

The Efghth Ward delegate § still in- 
sisted upon his request that the pre- 
cinet be allowed to vote through the 
chairman C. D. Wilder raised the 
point of order that the matter had been 
sattled by the adoption of the report. 
Chairman Variel said the point was 
well taken, but nevertheless he would 
allow the convention to vote upon the 
auestion. He then put to vote the mo- 
tion to allow representation to the pre- 
cinet in question. A few feeble ayes 
were heard and then came a tremen- 
dous roar of noes that seemed to shake 
the building. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

The report of the Committee on Or- 
ganization and Order of Business was 
read by the chairman, Dr. W. M. John- 
ston of the Fourth Ward. The report 
recommended that the temporary chair- 
man be made permanent; that R. A. 
Brown be made secretary and O. W. 
Dunham and David Goldberg assist- 
ant secretaries; that sergeants-at-arms 
be appointed; that an assessment of 
$1 be levied on each delegate, and that 
each candidate whose name should be 
placed in nomination be asessed $10; 
that an auditing committee of five be 
appointed; that a new City Central 
Committee be appointed, one member 
from each precinct; that the nomina- 
tions be in the following order: Mayor, 
Street Superintendent, Assessor, Treas- 
urer, City. Attorney, Tax Collector, 
Auditor. Clerk, Engineer; that the 
same method of balloting be adopted 
that was used in the County Conven- 
tion, and that proxies may be held by 
none but members of the same pre- 
cinct delegation; that all all nominat- 
ing speeches be limited to three min- 
utes, and that there be no seconding 
speeches. 

Dr. Morrison moved the adoption of 
the report. A colored delegate from 
the Seventh Ward entered a protest “in 
behalf of the Afro-Americans,”  be- 
cause they had not received recogni- 
tion in the appointment of sergeants- 
at-arms. The omission was rectified 
and peace was restored. 

Col. Melvin Mudge of the First Ward 
renewed his motion, made earlier in 
the day, that the order of nominations 
follow the order in which the officers 
are named in the city charter. That 
order is as follows: Mayor, Clerk, At- 
torney, Treasurer, Auditor, Tax Col- 
lector, Engineer, Street Superintendent, 
Assessor. Col. Mudge insisted that 
there must have been some occult rea- 
son for the committee's decision. He 
finally went so far as to intimate 
broadly that improper influences had 
been used to prevent the adoption of 
the order of nominations which he ad- 
vocated. 

This brought J. L. Copeland to his 
feet with an emphatic protest. 

“IT don’t know who bought or sold 
this convention,”’ he said,” meither do 
T know that any such thing has been 
done. AS delegates and as men we 
should have enough confidence in the 
chairman of this\convention, and in 
the various committees, to support 


them. If we have hot confidence in 
r 


them we should adjourn. I feel im- 
sulted and shocked to have a man get 
up on this floor and say that any dele- 
gate has been bought. {Loud and 
prolonged cheering.) It is an outrage 
on the convention and the delegates to 
it. I hope that the committee will be 
sustained.’ [Cheers.] 

Chairman Variel: put Col. Mudge’s 
amendment and it was lost by a large 
majority. 


After an appeal that speeches he 
not prolonged beyond three minutes 
instead of five minutes, which propo- 


sition was not seriously considered, a 
vote was taken on the acoption of the 
report of the Committee on Credentials 
and Order of Business. It was adopted 
by almost unanimous vote. 

The report of the Committee on Piat- 
form amd Resolutions was then pre- 
sented by Byron Oliver, the chairman. 
The report was as follows: 

THE PLATFORM. 

“The Republicans of Los Angeles 
city, in convention assembled, hereby 
reaffirm their allegiance to the princi- 
ples of the Repubiican party, as set 
forth in the recent county convention; 
we indorse the able administration and 
fearless statesmagship of our President, 
William McKinley. We believe in the 
policy of the United States government 
holding as sacred’ to the cause of lib- 
erty every foot of territory acquired 
by the valor and patriotism of its sol- 
diers and sailors. We commend the 
heroic self-sacrifice of the members of 
the Seventh Regiment in laying aside 
the duties and vocations of civil life 
and offering their services in the cause 
of humanity. We comgratulate the Re- 
publican party of Los Angeles city in 
the conscientious manner in which it 
has kept its pledges t~ the people. 

““Believig that the municipal owner- 
ship of the water system is the para- 


mount issue before the people, we 
theretore 
“Resolve, that we reiterate the dec- 


laration made in the platform of the 
last Republican city convention, to 
wit: That we are in favor of the muni- 
cipal ownership of a complete and 
adequate domestic water system which 
will supply to every inhabitant and 
every interest within the limits of our 
city, an ample and cheap supply of 
pure water without the annoyance of 
petty regulations and exactions pre- 
scribed by exis*’ companies. 

“And the further deciaration that we 
are unalterably opposed to the renewal 
of the lease of the Los Angeles City 
Water Company, or to the granting to 
said corporation, or any other corpora- 
tion, firm or person whatsoever, any 
privileges of‘framchise for the sale or 
distribution of water in and for the 
said city of Los Angeles. And be it 
now. 

“Resolved, ¢hat it is our civic duty 
to use every honorable means to secure 
the fulfillmemt of the obligations im- 


“posed by the lease of 1868 in the termi- 


mation thereof, and the taking over of 
the property of the present plant of 
the Los Angeles City Water Company, 
as provided therein, at a reasonable 
value. But a further and greater ob- 
ligation devolves upon our party in 
the necessity of providing at once an 
abundamt supply of pure water to the 
large number of our citizens, consum- 
ers and would-be consumers, who are 
now either imsufficiently supplied or 
without service altogether. We deem 
it beyond all sense of right and justice 
to deny to a great number of our citi- 
zens the equal use of that ample sup- 
ply of pure water in which they al- 
ready have an ownership, simply be- 
cause it does not suit the caprice of 
the companies who now occupy the field 
to provide the edditional service. 

“Resolved, that, notwithstanding 
legal complications and improvised hin- 
drances, selfishly interposed by oper- 
ating companies, may defer the time 
when this city shall either enter upon 
its rightful possession of the water 
plant, or be absolved from further ob- 
ligation to pay the value of the im- 
provements made thereto, yet we hold 
that no delay need be suffered in dis- 
charging our duty to the unfortunate, 
ill-supplied consumers and would-be 
consumers throughout the city, and we 
therefore pledge the nominees of the 
Republican party, in this convention 
named, to proceed at once to provide 
an adequate high-level gravity supply 
of water from the Los Angeles River; 
to construct the necessary conduits 
and reservoirs for the conveyance and 
storage of same; to lay the necessary 
mains and supply pipes of adequats 
capacity for the distribution of a liberal 
supply of water where no service now 
exists, and to lay mains of sufficient 
size throughout the present distributing 
system of the city where under-sized 
mains-are now made to perform a very 
unsatisfactory service. 

“We further pledge the nominees of 
our party, whom elected, to exert every 
honorable effort to provide the means 
for carrying cut the improvements 
herein contemplated, and to labor with- 


out ceasing until municipal ownership | 


is an accomplished fact, either, first, 
by the advantageous settlement of the 
late lease whereby the city acquires the 
existing plant at a satisfactory figure, 
and the immediate construction of a 
supplemental system to replace inade- 
quate portions of the old one and to 
supply territory now wholly neglected; 
or, second, by the construction of an 
entirely new system, modern, sufficient 
and complete, whenever the city’s obli- 
gations under the lease shall cease. 

“Thus obtaining, in either event, 
without further unpardonable delay: 

“First—Tihe substitution of mains of 
adequate size in lieu of a large ner- 
centage of the mains of the wresent 
plant, now of insufficient capacity, thus 
affording relief to a large number of 
consumers who suffer under the misér- 
able service now rendered. 

“Second—A service to the residents 
of the hill sections of the city which 
will place them upon an equality with 
the more favored residents of the 
lower lévels. 

‘“Third—An ample supply of water in 
the various poriions of the city, where 
no service now exists, but where the 
burden of taxation falls in like man- 
ner as upon other sections. 

“Fourth—Thle furnishing of the city 
as a whole, throughout its entire ex- 
tent, ample facility for the proper 
sprinkling and preservation of streets 
without depleting the domestic supply 
of water, and 

“Fifth—An abundant supply of water 
so generously distributed over the en- 
tire city as to afford protection to 
every home and every interest from 
loss by fire. 

‘Resolved, that we commend the ac- 
tion of the Republican members of the 
City Council in affording protection to 
the city’s interest by conducting the 
negotiations incident to the termination 
of the existing lease in a calm, busi- 
nesslike manner, and along lines dic- 
tated by the able advice of the City 
Attorney. That we fully approve of 
their action in defeating the untimely 
movement to construct an entirely in- 
dependent and private system of 
waterworks while the city was still 
resting under an obligation to pay for 
improvements made to the old plant 
under the existing lease. 

“Resolved, that we commend the 
liberality of the authorities of this city 
in the past in providing facilities which 
have resulted in the upbuilding of a 
fine school system, and we note with 
satisfaction the growing interest in our 
public schools by the citizens generally, 
yet we believe the efficiency of our 
schools would be greatly facilitated by 


taking the school department as much 


as possible out of politics, and particu- 
larly that fhe selection of teachers 
should be based upon qualification and 
character, and of not subjecting teach- 
ers to a constant fear of removal 
through political favor and manipula- 
tion. We further declare that our pres- 
ent High School building is totally in- 
adequate to meet the growing de- 
mands of our city, and further, it is 
so located as to be a constant menace 
to the health of the pupils there 
tending, and we therefore recommend 
that the proper authorities should take 
immediate steps for the erection of a

| High School building in a more central 


portion of the city, and that it be so 
built as to provide ample facilities for 
this rapidly advancing and growing 
city. 

“Resolved, that we believe that the 
irrigation system of our citv should he 
maintained upon a_= gelf-supporting 
basis, but not by the too free sale of 
water needed for our nearks. 

“Resolved, that whereas our city has 
made rapid growth during the last few 
years, and our present charter is in- 
adequate to the requirements of such a 
large population, that we are in favor 
of the adoption of a new charter insur- 
ing a municipal government which 
shall be more efficient and economical. 

“Resolved, that the Republican party 
has always stood as the champion of 
the unfortunate, and for the pnreserva- 
tion to the laboring man of a fair 
compensation for hiXlabor. We there- 
fore reaffirm our allecviance to these 
principals and express our unqualified 
approval of the carrying into effect of 
the eight-hour labor law. We are aiso 
in favor of the non-employment of any 
firm or contractor against whom there 
is an unnmaid labor bill. 

“Resolved, that we commend the ac- 
tion of the City Central Committee in 
their call that no officer or dénuty of 
the city should be eligible to sit as a 
delegate in this convention; believing 
it should be hereafter a fixed pur.ose 
of the Revublican party as being con- 
ducive to clean politics ang a proper 
attention of such officials to their of- 
ficial duties.”’ 

The platform was unanimously 
adopted. A supplementary resolution 
was offered by Mr. Oliver endorsing 
the Republican State, county and Con- 
gress nominees, znd pledging them 
hearty sunppert. The resolution was 
adonted. 

The assessment of $1 levied upon the 
delegates was collected hy the chair- 
man of the ward delegations and paid 
over to the secretary. 


FRED EATON NOMINATED. 
The business of nominating a candi- 
date for Mayor was next on the order 


of business. W. J. Hunsaker took the 
platform and addressed the convention 


in behalf of Fred Eaton, for the office 
of Mayor. 
“T am pleased to make my initial 


appearance before a Republican con- 
vention,” he said, “for the purpose of 
submitting to this convention the name 
af a gentleman for the hich office of 
Mayor. Two years ago the Republican 
party held its national convention and 
nominated for its Presidential candi- 
date a soldier of the civil war, Maj. 
William McKinley. [Cheers.] He was 
elected to the high office of President of 
these United States, and he has ad- 
ministered the grave duties of the of- 
fice with zeal and with discretion. That 
national Republican party created a 
platférm at that convention that has 
proved a more than satisfactory «ne. 
The Republican Congress convention 
acted wisely in its choice, and the dele- 
gates to the recent Republican county 
convention launched a ticket that J 
believe is undefeatable. [CSeers.] To- 
night you have adopted a platform 
which is sound. It only remains for 
you to carry out the pledges made in 
this platform. The gentleman in whose 
behalf I am speaking was born forty- 
three years ago. He received his 
primary education in the public schools 
of this city. He went out into the 
world to shift for himself among you, 
and he laid the foundation of his busi- 
ness career here, and by his inherent 


ability alone, unaided by anyone. He 
has conducted himself ably and has 
made a success of his own life. He 
was once the City Engineer of this 
city, and he laid out our parks. He 


has sound ideas and principles on the 
water question. He is experienced, and 
you can get the benfit of his knowledee. 
I have the great honor to refer to 
our popular fellow-citizen, Fred Eaton, 
and I take pleasure in nominating him 
for the distinguished office of Mayor.” 

Prolonged cheering followed the con- 
clusion of Mr. Hunsaker’s nominating 
speech, and the enthusiasm for the Re- 
publican Mayorality candidate was un- 
bounded. When the cheering had sub- 
sided so that a voice could be heard, 
Charles Deering moved that the me;ai- 
nations for Mayor close, and that Mr. 
Eaton be declared the nominee by ac- 
clamation, The motion was promptly 
seconded, and carried without a single 
opposing voice. 

Ballots were not cast for Fred Ea- 
ton’s nomination. He was the man of 
the moment in that convention hall. 

Yells of “Eaton!” “Bring him for- 
ward!” “Let’s see him,”’ followed from 
all parts of the house, amid wild cheer- 
ing and hurrahing. Some one yelled, 
“Three cheers for Eaton,” and ithe 
four hundred and more delegates arose 
and gave three cheers as with one 
strong voice. 

The chairman introduced the next 
Mayor of Lcs Angeles at this juncture, 
felicitating him, in a few words, upon 
his nomination. Mr. Eaton, seemingly 
much impressed, stepped forward on 
the platform, and spoke as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman, Delegates of the Con- 
vention, Ladies and Gentlemen: I de- 
sire first to thank Mr. Hunsaker for 
kindly presenting my name before this 
convention. This magnificent treat- 
ment is more than I have ever calcu- 
lated upon, and coming to me as it 
does, from the citizens of this fair ofty, 
1 feel highly honored. I cannot find 
words to express my gratitude for this, 
but I will endeavor to show my appre- 
ciation of your respect of me by put- 
ting forth my best efforts to secure the 
election. And if elected I hope the op- 
portunity will present itself to do some- 
thing for this city that will satisfy you, 
and prove to you in some degree that 
your confidence in me was not mis- 
placed. 

“LT have been among you all my life. 
My occupation during the active part 


of my career has brought me among 
the people, and I have at all times 
been open to their criticism. You as 


citizens, and who have known me in 
my daily life, can decide for yourselves, 

“You know how I have sought this 
office. I would not be a candidate un- 
til the sentiment of the party had crys- 
tallized upon me. I decided to seek the 


nomination at the conventian, not at 
the caucuses and primaries. 

“I know what is befcre me, and I 
shall put forth my best endeavors to 


satisfy those expectations. 

Another prolomzed burst of applause 
followed the conclusion of Mr. Eaton's 
brief address. As soon as order could 
be restored, the chairman appointed 
tellers and called for nominations for 
Street Superintendent. 


DRAIN FOR STREET SUPERIN- 
TENDENT. 
The chairman introduced Edward A. 


Meserve, the chairman of the late 
county convention, who spoke in favor 
of the incumbent of the place, “Honest 
John Drain.” He said: 

“In this convention I appear in a 
new role, that of speaker, and where I 
at a previous convention§ introduced 


others to the assemblage, someone 
now introduces me. The change is a 
rather pleasant one, for I have a 


pleasant duty to perform. Before the 
convening of the county convention, 
which placed in the field the best ticket 
ever selected by this county, I prom- 
ised to place before you a candidate 
for Street Superintendent. The gentle- 
man I refer to is none other than John 
H. Drain. 

“IT don’t know that it is necessary 
<o say anything.in his behalf. He has 
attended to the streets of this city for 
the past two years, and you will agree 
with me that he has superintended them 
well. The present city cRarter has 
prevented him from doing much that 
he would like to have done. Whenever 
the charter permitted it he did all that 
was possible to please the citizens and 
taxpayers, regardless of the political 
party to which -they belonged, and 
without considering their station or 
influence. He served the people ‘to the 
best of his ability and to the limit of 
his power, 

“His work speaks for itself, and if 


gz00d work, and faithful work, entitles 
a man to renomination for a position, 
he has ably filled, then John H. Drain 
should be the Republican candidate for 
Street Superintendent by an almost 
unanimous vote. The work of the Re- 
publican party in this State this year 
seems to have been guided by the hand 
of Providence. The county convention 
nominated Billy Hammell for Sheriff; 
this convention tonight indorsed the 
nomination of Fred Eaton for Mayor, so 
now continue the good work by nomi- 
nating John H. Drain.’”’

He said in part: 

“IT deem it a high privile@we and honor 
to appear befort this body tonight in 
the interest of a man who is a candie- 
date for Superintendent of Streets of 
this great western city. The gentle- 
man is eminently qualified for the 
position. His life's training has been 
in this work. He was for four years 
Superintendent of Road Construction in 
Winnebayo City, IIL, and he also 
worked under a large street constructor 
in Chicago for several years. He had 
under his direction the construction of 
cement roads, bridges and the like, and 
he has a complete knowledge of the 
materials used in such work. He came 
here in 1891, returned again after an 
absence of a year, and for five years 
past he has been employed on our 
streets here, for property-owners and 
others. He is a Republican—a black 
Republican, I might say. It is my 
glorious duty tonight to speak to you 
of a man 48 years of age, strong in in- 
fluence with his neighbors, a man of 
wisdom and of experience—Edward B. 
Felts.”’ 

Mr. Felts’s nomination was sete 
onded, and then the nominations for 
Superintendent of Streets were closed. 
Mr. Drain and Mr. Felts were then in 
turn introduced to the convention, amid 


much cheering. Neither of the men 
spoke. 
The balloting resulted in 413 votes.

John H. Drain was declared the 
Republican candidate for Superintend- 
ent of Streets, with the majority of 
the delegates on the floor, waving their 
hats, throwing slips of paper into the 
air, and yelling lustily. 

It was 10:30 o’clock when this office 
was disposed of, and the convention 
then adjourned to 9:30 o'clock thig

Judge Wellborn in the United States 
District Court yesterday granted a de- 
cree of perpetual injunction against 
William Davison of Fresno, which de- 
cree prohibits him from using the bot- 
tle and labels of the Hennessey Brandy 
Company of France. Hennessey Bros. 
brought suit against Davison, who isa 
wine merchant of Fresno, and about a 
dozen others, alleging that they were 
infringing on their trade mark. This 
is the first case decided. 

The trial of the case of Frank K. 
Wilsom vs. F. R. Grannis, which was 
to have come up yesterday before Judge 
Wellborn in the United States District 
Court, was continued yesterday until 
October 24. Wilson sues to set aside 
title to school lands at Randsburg and 
vest the same in himself. : 

The trial of the cause of the people 
of the United States against José 
Norta was continued yesterday in the 
United States District Court until No- 
vember l. Nortais charged with crimi- 
nally assaulting Victoria Ventura, an 
Indian girl living on the Banning reser- 
vation. 

O. P. Wideman was admitted to prac- 
tice in the United States courts yester- 
day by Judge Wellborn on motion of 
P. C. Dormitzer, Esq. 

Time in which to enter a plea in the 
H. P. Sweet case was yesterday con- 
tinued until October 17 by Judge Well- 
born. Sweet is charged with illegal 
use of the mails in connection with a 
land scheme in the Amtelope Valley. 

The case of H. Hansen et al. vs.

POSTAL REGULATIONS, 
A Bulletin Issued Modifying Printed 
Matter Rulings. 

The following bulletin has been ree 
ceived from Postmaster-General Emory 
Smith regarding a modification of Sec- 
tion 316, Postal Laws and Regulations, 
which refers to printed matter and 
lithographing. 

“All impressions obtaimed upon paper 
or cardboard, by means of printing, 
engraving, lithographing, or any other 
mechanical process easy to recognize, 
except the typewriter, letter-press or 
manifold copy, are held to be printed 
matter, if not in the nature of an actual] 
and personal correspomdence. 

‘Matter prepared by the typewriter 
must be regarded as personal corre- 
spondence and unmailable at the third- 
class rate of postage, but facsimile 
copies of manuscript or typewriting 
obtaimed by a mechanical process, such 
as the printing press, electric pen, 
mineograph, hektograph, copygraph, 
ete., are assimilated to printing and, 
may be regarded as third-class matter, 
provided they are presented for mall- 
ing at the postoffice wimdows and in 
the minimum number of twenty per- 
tectly identical copies. If mailed else- 
where, or in less number, postage at the 
first-class rate must be required.”

THE NEW CHARTER. 

Between now and the time when the 
people of Los Angeles will be called 
upon to adopt or reject the new char- 
ter which has been prepared by the 
Board of Freeholders, there will be 
time to discuss its more important 
provisions. It is to be published in 
full, as required by law, and all citi- 
zens will thus be enabled to study its 
provisions and to make up their minds, 
prior to the election, whether they will 
vote for or against it. 

The new charter is too voluminous 
to be reviewed in its entirety within 
the limits of a single article. A some- 
what hasty inspection of advance 
sheets furnished by the Board of Free- 
holders, shows that it has been pre- 
pared with more than usual care. It 
is written in concise and correct En- 
glish—which certainly cannot be said 
of the instrument which at present 
serves the city as its organic law. In- 
telligent, conscientious, and painstak- 
ing work has evidently been bestowed 
upon the proposed charter—and this 
‘bespeaks for it the careful considera- 
tion of the individual voter. 

One of the undoubted merits of the 
proposed charter lies in the fact that, 
while enlarging the powers of the 
Mayor, it places upon that officer a 
heavier burden of responsibility than 
he is required to bear under the present 
regimé. Various offices which are now 
elective, are made appointive, and the 
municipal head of the city is held re- 
sponsible to the people for the proper 
and faithful discharge of the duties 
pertaining to these appointive offices. 
’ This plan is in accordance with the 
system of reform advocated by some 
of the leading students of municipal 
government, which has been put into 
actual operation in many eastern and 
European cities, with highly satisfac- 
tory results. In effect, it removes 
some of the executive officers of the 
city from the arena of local politics, 
and consequently tends directly to 
weaken the influence of what is known 
as the political “pull,” which influence 
is almost invariably exerted for evil 
and not for good. The officers whom 
the Mayor is required to appoint are 
these: City Attorney, Superintendent 
of Streets, City Engineer, Sealer of 
Weights and Measures, Superintendent 
of Buildings, Board of Park Commis- 
sioners, Board of Library Trustees, 
Board of Health, Board of Fire Com- 
missioners, Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, Board of Civil Service Com- 
missioners, and, by and with the con- 
sent of the Council, two members of 
the Board of Education. Confirmation 
by the Council, it will be noted, is re- 
quired only in the case of the two 
members of the Board of Education. 

It is required that the Mayor shall 
have been an elector of the city for at 
least five years preceding the election, 
and his term of office is to be five 
years. Heisto observe, vigilantly, 
the conduct of all public officers, and 
to take note of the fidelity or lack of 
fidelity with which they discharge 
their duties. The books, records, and 
official papers of the city, of every de- 
scription, are to be open to the Mayor's 
inspection at all times. Any willful 
megliect of duty or official misconduct 
which he may discover, or which may 
be reported to him, is to be laid he- 
fore the Council, City Attorney, or 
District Attorney, and the person in 
default is to be proceeded against in 
the courts. 

The Mayor is especially charged with 
the task of seeing that the laws of 
the State and the ordinances of the 
city are enforced within his jurisdic- 
tion. The official! books and records of 
every officer, department and board of 
the city are to be examined by an ex- 
pert at least once in every year, and 
@nmy officer refusing, delaying or im- 
peding such examination is to be sus- 
pended from office by the Mayor or re- 
mioved for malfeasance. In brief, the 
Mayor is required to exercise general 
supervision over all the departments 
and public institutions of the city, and 
to see that they are economically, law- 
fully, and honestly conducted. He is 
ebarged with the preservation of the 
public peace, and is ciothed with am- 
ple power to suppress riots. The cash 
im the city treasury is to be counted by 
the Mayor and the Finance Committee 
Of the Council once every three 
meenths, and he is to see that it corre- 
Sponds with the books of the Treagurer 
mana of the Auditor. He is to sec also 
«all contracts and agreements 
Math the city are faithfully kept, and 
required to proceed against al) per- 
Sons or corporatisns found to be

derelict in this regard. It is made the 
duty of every person employed by the 
city, on pain of removal, to report to 
the Mayor all violations of contracts 
coming under their observation. The 
President of the Council is required to 
act as Mayor pro tempore, in case the 
Mayor is temporarily unable to per- 
form his duties. Vacancies in the of- 
fice of Mayor are to be filled by the 
Council, assembled for the purpose, 
but members of the Council are to be 
ineligible for the office of Mayor. 

Tue TIMES has heretofore taken oc- 
casion to commend in a general way 
the plan of giving to the Chief Execu- 
tive of the city increased power, and 
placing upon him enlarged responsi- 
bilities. The provisions of the pro- 
posed new charter appear to embody 
the chief features of this plan in a 
fairly satisfactory manner. ‘This pro- 
vision of the new charter, if adopted, 
will undoubtedly tend to better mu- 
nicipal government—which is saying 
a great deal in its favor. Other fea- 
tures of the new charter are reserved 
for future comment. 


JUSTICES’ JUSTICE. 
Last week Tup TDvEs made editorial 
mention of a case of gross injustice 


on their way to Redlands, where they 
expected to find work, were arrested 
by an officious, fee-hunting Constable, 
for sleeping in a box car, their funds 
having been exhausted in paying their 
fare to that place. They were sen- 
tenced by a Pasadena Dodberry to 
a term of imprisonment in jail, among 
thieves and felons. Tue Times has 
received the following communication 
from the Redlands man, W. A. Colby, 
to whom these boys had a letter: 

“I read an article in the editorial 
columns Tries today which 
expressed my sentiments exactly. It 
was describing the fate of the two 
boys who started for this place last 
week, and were given ‘en days for 
sleeping in a box car at Pasadena. I 
am the one to whom taney had letters, 
and had sent them word if they could 
get here I could find them work. Not 
having the money to give them for 
railroad fare, I told them they would 
have to reach here the best way they 
could, but I would see them through 
all right when they arrived. They had 
been looking in and around Los An- 
geles for two weeks for work, and were 
unable to find anything, and I am sure 
that the money they paid for their 
fare on the electric line to Pasadena 
was the last cent the mother of one 
of the boys had. Though it left her 
without the means of her next meal, 
she gave it to them in hopes to see 
them reach work, when they could help 
ber, and for a scamp of 2 Constable 
to run them in just for an excuse to 
rob the county treasury of fees is 
something that ought to be stopped. 
I admire the way Tup Trves talks 
abgut it, and would like to see the 
thing agitated until there would be 
some remedy found for such cases. 

“It is a poor way to put the idle 
to work, if, when they start .or a 
job, they are carried back to the city 
in custody of an officer. 

“IT am able to hold the work for the 
beys in this case, but in many ‘t wou!d 
only throw them on the road again, 
worse than before.” 

It is certainly high time that an 
end should be put to this truly un- 
justifiable practice, on part of many 
Constables, for arresting men and 
boys, who are going through the coun- 
try in search of work. If these Con- 
stables are unable to distinguish be- 
tween worthy Ameryan citizens and 
vagrants, then it is time for them to 
learn to do so, or to throw up their 
jobs. As a fact, however, in nine 
cases out of ten, they care nothing 
about such distinctions. All they are 
after is to earn their fees, and if, in 
doing so, they give a fellow creature 
a shove on the downward path to real] 
vagrancy, the thought of such a thing 
does not trouble them. If the Jus- 
tices, before whom such cases ure 
brought, would exercise a little mure 
discretion, and instead of sentencing 
the prisoners, would severely censure 
the Constables, the nefarious practice 
would soon become a thing of the 
past.

A SECRETARY OF COMMERCE. 

There is talk of adding two new 
members to the Cabinet, namely, a 
Secretary for the Colonies, and a 
Secretary of Commerce. 

It is high time that the United 
States should have a department of 
commerce. Such departments. are 
found in countries where the mercan- 
tile business transacted does not be- 
gin to compare in volume with that 
of the United States. - The New York 
Commercial shows that the commerce 
of the United States,-with foreign na- 
tions alone, reaches well toward $2,- 
000,000,000 in value. That this can 
be greatly increased, particularly in 
the matter of exports, and to a large 
extent in the import of raw materials 
for maunfacturing purposes, admits of 
no question. 

A Secretary of Commerce, if active 
and enterprising, could be of immense 
value to this country, by making a 
thorough investigation of foreign mar- 
kets for American products. In this 
branch of activity alone, such a de- 
partment would pay for itself, several 
times over, in the course of the year. 


The Board of Supervisors yesterday 
awarded the printing of the Supple- 
mental Register of this county, re- 
quiring only 750 copies to be printed. 
Section 1115 of the Political Code (last 
paragraph,) says there shall be printed 
ten copies and fifty additional copies 
for every 1000 voters at the last elec- 
tion. Charles W. Palm Company put 
in a bid for 1660 copies, in accordance 
with this requirement of the code. Mr. 
Palm claims that he is entitled to the 
contract, on the ground that his was 
the only bid which conformed to the 
law. Today he will apply for a man- 
damus to compel the board to award 
his the contract. The outcome of 
the case will be watched with general 
interest. 


A dispatch from Madrid statcs that 
the papers are applauding Sagasta 
for urging, at the last Cabinet counsel, 
the necessity of Spain taking an in- 
terest in the affairs of the Far East, 
and of Morocco. The Spanish are 
certainly a hopeful people. The aver- 
age man would suppose that, just now, 
the Spanish have enough to do to Icok 
after their own welfare, without tak- 
ing an active interest in those of any 
other country, but then, there are 
probably a large number of people in 
Spain who are not yet aware that 
their nation has been whipped by the 
United States. 


Among the powers delegated to the 
corporation of Los Angeles by the new 
charter is the power to designate the 
height of partition fences, and to 1egu- 
late the keeping of poultry. It is 
well that these provisions are to be 
imbedded in the original law; for 
probably three-fourths of all the petty 
squabblings between the residents of 
cities arises either directly or indi- 
rectly from the  depredations of 
chickens and the building of partition 
fences.

Popular interest was centered last 
evening in Edwin Milton Royle’s new 
comedy-drama, “Miss Wallet of Wall 
Street’’—this interest having been ex- 
cited by the powerful success of the 
clever farce, “Capt. Impudence,” in 
which the Royles and their little com- 
pany appeared last week. ‘“‘Miss Wal- 
let of Wall Street” is by far more dra- 
matic and comic, and one would say 
rather too much so ever to become pop- 
ular as an attraction for the vaudeville 
stage. There is a clean-cut bit of story— 
a story of a woman Wali-street ope- 
rator—in the new play, but that action 
whieh makes a sketch or turn go on 
the variety boards is not rapid enough 
for the lovers of vaudeville tobasco 
sauce. Mrs. Royle’s Miss Wallet is a 
charming performance; it is strong, 
vivid and full of those fine touches of 
art for which this player is famous, but 
the comedy element—fetching as is 
Miss Dupont, as the truly tough cub 
of an office boy, and excellent as is 
the broken English of Mr. Royle’s 
Count von Strawitzki—is too thin in 
layers for the people who go to see 
comedy laid on with broad swift 
splashes of color. The skit was splen- 
didly played, and Mr. Royle’s German 
count was a work of art, but as com- 
pared with “Capt. Impudence,” ‘Miss 
Wallet of Wall Street’”’ is not.in the 
running. The laughs in it are mere 
ripples, and are far apart, and what 
known as “ginger’’ comes up miss- 
ng. 

Bessie Bonehill, garbed in the cos- 
tume of a courtier, came on to meet 
her usual generous reception, and did 
three or four new character songs, one 
presented last week, and her neat and 
jaunty sailor’s hornpipe, with her audi- 
ence setting up Oliver Twist’s cry of 
‘“‘More.”” Miss Bonehill’s charms are 
such as to insure her lasting favor in 
any land and before any people. 

Hugh Emmett opens the bill with a 
ventriloqual performance through a 
quartette of dummies—one of them “in 
the cellar’’—which is no better and no 
worse than other of this class of per- 
formances that have been seen here. 
Miss Franko, the violinist, plays sev- 
eral numbers with consummate skill. 
The intermezzo from “Cavalleria Rus- 
ticana”’ was an exquisite performance. 
The Anglo-American Quartette ap- 
pear in the garb of soldiers in camp 
about a campfire, and thei: singing is 
as beautiful as the cost ™ing of the 
singers, and the stage setung was ap- 
pealing and picturesque. Their songs 
all have a soldierly flavor, and all are 
splendidly rendered. The Orpheum has 
seldom housed four male singers with 
sweeter voices. 

The two Paolis and their acrobatic 
dog do quite a novel turn, in which 
there is a good deal of horse play 
which is, fortunately, not offensive. 
They are deft acrobats, and the dog 
assistant is little short of a wonder. 
Ray Burton, the sharpshooter and 
wire-walker, and Cazean, the magician, 
in his bewildering palming feats with 
coins and cards, completes a bill which 
goes all the week. 
THB BURBANK. “The Leading 
Man,” Mrs. Romualdo Pacheco’s lat- 
est comedy, was given its initial per- 
formance at the Burbank last night, 
The play is entirely new, as its first 
presentation on any stage was made 
in San Francisco about three weeks 
ago, when it was chosen for the open- 
ing of the new Comedy Theater. Mrs. 
Pacheco brought her own company of 
players across the continent from New 
York, as she had the fancy to produce 
the play in her native city before tak- 
ing it elsewhere. The seal of San 
Francisco's approval was evidently set 
upon it, for it had a successful run of 
twenty performances at the New Com- 
edy Theater. Judging by its recep- 
tion last night at the Burbank, Los 
Angeles shares the approval, far ap- 
plause was generously bestowed upon 
many of the scenes, and the actgrs 
were given several curtain calls. 

The play itself has all the earmarks 
of Mrs. Pacheco’s style. The plot is 
involved without being elaborate, and 
the action is almost redundant. Some- 
thing happens every minute while the 
curtain is up, and it is always some- 
thing that serves to tighten the tangle 
of circumstances which is wound 
around the luckless characters. All the 


complications arise from the vanity of 


a stage-struck young woman, who has 
written a play, and who asks a promi- 
nent actor to call upon her, if order 
that she may submit it to him. As her 
husband is strongly prejudiced against 
all actors, his sudden arrival upon the 
scene creates some confusion. In her 
terror, the fair playwright presents 
the actor as her cousin from Califor- 
nia. He promptly assumes the part, 
but is somewhat disconcerted by the 
unexpected appearance of the real 
cousin. By this time matters are get- 
ting lively, and they get livelier right 
along until the end, when the tangle is 
unraveled by a device that does credit 
to Mrs. Pacheco’s ingenuity. 

Much criticism has been given to 
comedy based upon a physical infirmity, 
but surely stuttering is an infirmity 
that lends itself with tempting readi- 
ness to the requirements of farcical 
comedy. In this case, it plays a very 
important part. Stuttering and deaf- 
ness are the marked peculiarities of the 
cousin from California, and, inetaking 
his character, the actor, of course, is 
obliged to assume them. When the 
genuine cousin shows up, the stutter- 
ing duet is at times very funny. 

The part of Frederick Maitland, the 
“leading man,” is played by Brigham 
Royce, who is stalwart enough to 
Knock out a professional pugilist, and 
in other ways to comport himself as a 
true matinée hero should. George S8. 
Probert is the California cousin, and 
his stutter is a lingual peculiarity, both 
fearfully and wonderfully made. In 
some of his scenes, Mr. Probert shows 
a distinct aptitude for the line of com- 
edy he has chosen, and his work is at 
all times conscientious. Thomas M. 
Hunter, as Henry Brown, plays the 
part of a really good-natured and 
kindly man, who chooses, for a pur- 
pose, to assume a gruff manner with 
his wife. The good nature predomi- 
nates all through, however, and finaily 
forces him: into a confession that the 
other character was but a mask. The 
part of Mrs. Brown. the stage-struck 
wife, is taken by Miss Carina Jordan, 
a pretty woman prettily gowned. Miss 
Hattie Schell gives a spirited presen- 
tation of the character of Myra Clifton, 
the girl who is in love with Maitland, 
and who is correspondingly wroth at 
the deception into which he is forced 
for the protection of Mrs. Brown. The 
other characters in the long cast are 
more or less acceptably filled. 

The piece will run all the week, with 
the usual matinées.

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KNIGHTS TEMPLARS 


CONCLAVE AT PITTSBURGH IS 
WELL UNDER WAY. 


Fire at Hotel Richelieu Threatens 
Festivities, but is Extinguished 
Without Heavy Loss. 


A BLAZE OF ELECTRIC GLORY. 


EMBLEMS OF TEMPLARISM IN IN- 
CANDESCENT LAMPS. 


Reception to Grand Master Thomas 
and Gov. Hastings Yesterday. 
Encampment Formally Opens 
Today After a Procession. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) Oct. 10.—Fire 
threatened this morning to throw a 
mantel of gloom over the first day of 
the triennial conclave of the Knights 
Templars. The Richelieu Hotel, a four- 
story structure on Liberty street, op- 
posite the Union Depot, caught fire 
at 8 o’clock, and for a time the entire 
block was in danger of destruction. 
The guests of the hotel included a 
number of Knights, but fortunately 
none of them were hurt. C. M. Yohe 
of Pittsburgh, was narrowly saved 
from suffocation, and George Rupp, a 
sergeant of the Seventh United States 
Infantry fell from the second story 
while making his escape from a third- 
floor window on a rope. Neither will 
die. The fire was confined to the cellar 
and thé first floor of the hotel, and the 
loss will not be heavy. 

The conclave is well under way, and 
the streets are fairly alive with white 
plumed knights. Over a hundred com- 
manderies came in from the north, 
south, east and west during the day, 
and the men on the Pittsburgh Recep- 
tion Committee arose before dawn to 
be in waiting at the various. railroad 
stations to act as escorts -to. their 
guests. 

Grand Master Warren Larue Thomas 
expressed the general opinion of the 
visiting Knights when he said: “We 
are going to have one of the greatest 
weeks in the history of Templarism. 
The crowd is going to be one of the 
greatest that ever attended a triennial 
conclave, and the work which Pitts- 
burgh has accomplished in the way of 
entertaining boarders is marvelous. 
The gorgeousness of the decorations 
and the hospitality of the people over- 
whelm us.”’ ‘ 

The brilliancy of the city’s street 
decorations marks an epoch in the bis- 
tory of electric illumination. Within a 
radius of four blocks from the heart of 
the city, 400,000 incandescent lamps 
burn every night. Huge electric crosses 
and emblems of Templarism are sus- 
pended on the sides of the city’s tallest 
buildings, and there is hardly a store 
or shop in the down-town district 
which has not an illuminated design of 
some Masonic significance in its win- 
dows. The result at night is that Pitts- 
burgh presents a perfect blaze of elec- 
tric glory with an effect that has prob- 
ably never been equaled. 

Nothing but bad weather can now in- 
terrupt the reign of good fellowship 
that was inaugurated today. Fore- 
caster Ridgway is fearful of slight 
showers tomorrow and e¢#ven heavy 
rain tomorrow evening. It fs hoped 
that the skies will be bright during the 
remainder of the conclave. 

The five local commanderies opened 
their headquarters and started the ball. 
rolling. The day was largely taken up 
with receptions and welcoming the vis- 
itors, followed by a reception in honor 
of Grand Master Thomas and Gov. 
Hastings of Pennsylvania. The real 
work of the conclave will commence to- 
morrow, when the grand encampment 
will be called to order at the conclu- 
sion ofthe big parade. ‘ 

The Louisville men are making the 
strongest effort possible to secure the 
conclave of 1901. The Kentuckians 
brought 10,000 white satin badges with 
the inscription ‘Louisville in 1901,” and 
declare with all the assurance of cer- 
tainty that they will telegraph victory 
to their city before the close of the 
week. Niagara Falls, Indianapolis, 
Minneapolis, and Detroit are the other 
cities in the race. 

It’s A GOOD TIME. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


PITTSBURGH, Oct. 10.—The day 
was chiefly spent by the different com- 
manderies in arranging their headquar- 
ters and getting ready to receive their 
guests and visitors. In this respect 
the various delegations vied with each 
other in the matter of putting up the 
most inviting refreshments, ranging 
from the glass of ice water up to Ken- 
tucky bourbon, California wines and 
even champagne. Souvenirs of all 
shapes, sizes and designs are in abund- 
ant evidence, and most of the knights 
are bedecked with decorations not un- 
like a major-general and veteran of at 
least twenty wars. 

Although the business meetings of 
the gathering have not commenced, 
electioneering for the honor of holding 
the next conclave is in active progress, 
In this respect, the Louisville people 
are apparently in the lead.

The foremost event of today’s pro- 
gramme undoubtedly has been the re- 
ception and ball of Tancred Comman- 
dery,. No. 48, of this city. at their head- 
quarters in’ the courthouse, which 
commenced at 2 o’clock this afternoon, 
and it is expected that dancing and 
entertaining with unabated musical nc- 
companiment is to continue until 12 
o'clock tonight. 

The sights on the streets have never 
been equalled in this city, as far as the 
crowds are concerned. Street-car traf- 
fic is at a standstill and vehicles of all 
kinds are banished from downtown 
thoroughfares, while every inch of 
ground is monoplized by tens of thou- 
sands of pedestrians, who move along 
like an immense wave of humanity.

CONSENTS TO BECOME A THIRD 
WATER ARBITRATOR. 


Council Invites Proposals for Sites 
for New Fire Engine Houses. 
Westlake Protected from oil. 


ELECTION LAW TO BE TESTED. 


DR. JULES F. ROTH WINS ON HIS 
COMMISSION CONTRACT. 


Lamanda Park Alleged Highway- 
men Examined—Motion Refore 
the Supreme Court on the 
Water Litigation. 


Col. George H. Mendell, the San 
Francisco engineer, who has won dis- 
tinction bv his work in the government 
service. has consented to serve as the 
third member of the board of arbitra- 
tion to determine the sum which must 
be paid by the city to the water com- 
pany for its plant. Col. Mendell’s ac- 
ceptance was announced to the Coun- 
cil yesterday by a letter from James 
C. Kays, the city’s arbitrator. 

The oil men have lost their fight for 
permission to bore for petroleum within 
1600 feet of Westlake Park. the Coun- 
cil vesterday ratifying the recommen- 
dation of the Board of Public Works 
that no amendment should be made to 
the present restrictive ordinance. 

The Council has invited proposals for 
sites for the engine houses to be built 
with the proceeds of the sale of the 
new fire bonds. The plans proposed 
by the soap company for its new fac- 
tory have been approved, with a con- 
dition that no malodorous smells will 
be allowed. A dog ordinance is in 
course of construction, aimed to protect 
public health from vagrant curs in- 
fested with diphtheria and scarlet fever 
germs. 

The contradictory clauses of the 
election law relating to the time when 
registration must close are to be sub- 
mitted to legal test. A properly-quali- 
fied elector has petitioned the court for 
a writ of mandate addressed to the 
County Clerk to compel him to enter 
his name on the supplemental register. 
This will bring up the whole question 
Thursday morning, at which time ithe 
petition has been made returnable in 
Judge Allen’s department. 

This morning the application for a 
writ of certiorari, to review Judge 
Oster’s amendatory order will be made 
by the attorneys for the City Water 
Company before the Justices of the 
Supreme Court.

WATER ARBITRATION. 


HOPE FOR A SPEEDY APPRAISE- 
MENT OF THE PLANT. 


Col. Mendell Asks $5000 for His 
Services—Circus License Remains 
Unreduced—New Soap Factory 
Plans Approved—Germ-bearing 
Dogs to Be Exterminated. 


The announcement that Col. George H. 
Memndell has consented to serve as the 
third member of he Board of Arbitra- 
tion to fix the value of the plant of the 
Los Angeles City Water Company, 
which the municipality is about to 
purchase, made yesterday’s session of 
the City Council a notable one. Col. 
Mendell’s appointment was announced 
by The Times last week. The arbi- 
trators until yesterday refused to con- 
firm or deny the correctness of the 
siatement, but when Mr. Kays, the 
city’s representative, yesterday re- 
ceived Col. Mendell’s telegram of ac- 
ceptance, he at omce sent word to the 
Council, which was the first official 
statement in the premises. 

The morning session of the Council 
was entirely devoted to routime busi- 
ness. In the afternoon a number of 
important matters came up. The oil 
men were refused permission to en- 
croach within the 1600-foot limit which 
protects Westlake Park from derricks; 
the Los Angeles Soap Company was 
granted permission to go ahead with 
its new factory; proposals were invited 
for fire-emgine house sites: a new dog 
ordinance was started on the legal 
road to adoption and other affairs 
of general interest were acted upon. 

The Council's morning session was 
brief and little business was trans- 
acted except routine matters. El 
Hutch was present, an unusual occur- 
rence, probably due to the showers of 
blame which have fallen upon him 
lately becaues of his neglect of his offi- 
cial duties. ; 

Reports were received and approved 
from the Council committees, as 
hitherto published, and from the heads 
of departments, 

Bids were opened for printing the 
proposed new city charter for twenty 
consecutive days as required by law. 
The bids per inch per insertion were 
as follows: Herald, 25 cents; Express, 
27 cents; Times, 40 cents. In explana- 
tion of its bid The Times stated that 
it proposed to print the charter in 
solid nonpareil, in which type the en- 
tire document could be printed in 766 
inches per day. This would make the 
total cost probably less than the cost 
of having the charter printed in the 
papers which made a smaller bid per 
inch. Furthermore. The Times’ cir- 
cujation is three ‘titres that of either 
of the other newspapers bidding. The 
bids were referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee with Instructions .o report ai 
the afternoon session. in the after- 
noon a report was presented, recom- 
mending that the bid of the Herald 
Publishing Company be accepted at the 
rate of 25 cents per inch for each in- 
sertion; the first publication to be made 
Wednesday morning, October 12, 1898. 

STREET WORK. 

With the report of the City Engineer 
were presented fina! ordinances estab- 
lishing the grade of Sixth street from 
Mateo street to the west line of the 
Southern California Railway right-of- 
way, and establishing the grade of 
Fresno street from Fourth street to 
First street; the assessment diagrams 
for the sewering of Ceres avenue be- 
tween Eighth street and Ninth stret;: 
for the sewering of Palmer treet he- 
tween Hemlock street and Centra! ave- 
nue; for the sewering of Crocker street 
between Eighth and Ninth streets; 
an ordinance of intention was pre- 
nented for the sewering of Mateo street 
hetween Seventh and Palmetto streets: 
for laying a cement walk six feet 
wide on each aide of Bailey street from 
First street to State street. Petition 
No. 886 was returned. Ordinances 
were presented establishing the width 
of the sidewalks on Bixel street from 
Third street to the north termination 
of Bixe!l strect at nine feet, and estab- 
lishing the grade of Palmetto street 
from Mateo etrett to the east line of 
Arthur tract. 


suspension of the rules. The City En- 
gineer asked to be instructed as to the 
limits of the district of assessment for 
the widening of Pasadena avenue. 

F. C. Hannon’s petition to be al- 
lowed to lay a temporary track along 
Sixth street, from Fremont to the old 
reservoir on Orange street, which it is 
proposed to fill, for the purpose of 
transporting earth from Sixth street, 
now being graded, was granted. 

The City Clerk’s report, hitherto 
printed, was approved, and action 
taken in accordance with all his rec- 
ommendations. 

John Hauerwaas failed to make his 
threatened appeal to the Council from 
the decision of the Finance Commit- 
tee that he was not entitled to a re- 
bate of $50 for the license of the saloon 


at No. 601 South Broadway. This re- 
bate had been recommended by 
the Police Commission. 


The Board of Freeholders’ application 
for an extra appropriation of *£22).34 
in addition to the $600 already allowed 
for expenses, was granted, and Secre- 
tary Nolan instructed to present his 
demand upon the cash fund for that 
amount. 

Mrs. E. R. Threlkeld’s petition for 
regular monthly aid for the Stimson- 
Lafayette Industrial School of $40, or 
some such sum. was referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

The protest against the proposed al- 
lev between Broadway and Hill, from 
Fourth to Fifth, was set for hearing 
for two weeks from yesterday. 

Councilman Toll recommended. that 
$500 be transferred from the outfall 
sewer to the zanja fund, as compensa- 
tion for the water used during the 
summer in flushing the outfall sewer. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Col. George H. Mendell Consents to 
Act os Arbitrator. 


The anmouncement that Col. George 
H. Mendell’s acceptance of the invita- 
dion to act as the third member of the 
Board of Arbitration which will deter- 
mine the value of the plant of the City 
Water Company, as a prelimimary to 
purchase by the city, was the event of 
the afternoon session of the Council. 
The news of Col. Mendell’s acceptance 
was conveved in a letter from Mr. 
Kays, the city’s arbitrator, which was 
as follows: 

“The undersigned, duly appointed 
arbitrator on behalf of the city of Los 
Angeles by and in pursuance to ordi- 
nance No. 5231, new series, begs leave 
to report as follows: 

“After much delay (which has seemed 
inevitable) and a most searching inves- 
tigation and consideration, given prom- 
inent persons proposed for the position 
of third arbitrator, my colleague and 
myself have finally agreed upon Col. 
George H. Mendell, a prominent engi- 
neer of San Francisco, Cal. He was 
duly notified by wire on Saturday aft- 
ernoon, and his reply, which was re- 
ceived today at 10:40 a.m., is as fol- 


lows: 

“‘James C. Kays and Charles T. 
Healey, arbitrators: In the matter of 
arbitration conéeerning waterworks, a 
net compensation of %5000 will be ac- 
cepted. Explained in letter dated to- 
day. A week's notice will enable me to 
proceed. G. ENDELL..’ 

“It remains with your honorable 
body to determine whether the city 
will agree to pay one-half of the com- 
pensation named by him. 

“Respectfully, BRAVE.” 

The Council is satisfied with the ap- 
pointment of Col. Mendell as arbitra- 
tor, and $5000 is deemed ae suitable 
compensation for his services. The 
letter. was referred to the City Attor- 
ney, with power to act. Col. Mendell 
will at once be notified by the two 
other arbitrators of the action taken 
by the city authorities. It is not yet 
determined how soon the full arbitra- 
tion board can begin its labors. The 
water company must agree to pay 
$2500, its share of Col. Mendell’s com- 
pensation, and other formalities must 
be concluded. 


SOAP FACTORY SMELLS. 


The soap company smoothed 
away all the obstacles which delayed 
rebuildingr-th® ¢actory burned down 
some weeks ago. However, restrictions 
have been imposed calculated to pro- 
tect neighboring resdents from  noi- 
some odors or other annoyances. The 
following report winding up the heated 
contest over the rebuilding of the fac- 
tory was approved by the Council: 

“The Health Officer, Building Super- 
intendent and Board of Public Works 
beg leave to report as folows: In the 
matter of the rebuilding of the soap 
factory of the Los Angeles Soap Com- 
pany, on Banning street, in accordance 
with the action of the Council, plans 
of the new buildings for said factory 
have been suzmitted to us, and we have 
approved them. Provided, however, 
that if when in operation the sam 
shall prove unsatisfactory or become 
a nuisance the same shall then be so 
changed or improved as to be made 
satisfactory.” 


-OIL MEN DEFEATED. 


The campaign of the oil men to break 
the ordinance prohibiting the boring of 
wells within 1600 feet of Westlake 
Park received a severe setback. The 
Council positively refused to amend 
the ordinance. The only recourse of 
the oil mem now, and an expedient 
which they threaten to adopt, is to 
ask the courts to declare the ordinance 
illegal. 

T. W. Stewart made a lengthy plea 
for the oil men, chiefly going over old 
ground. He said in part: 

“The property on which we pay taxes 
has neither income nor market value 
until we have tested it to find whether 
or not it contains oil. You have no 
right to protect the indolently home 
class against the industrious and indus- 
trial class. You have been asked to 
stultify yourselves by class legisila- 
tion. The ground where we wish to 
drill drains away from Westlake Park, 
and no harm whatever can be done to 
the park or surrounding homes. If 
you refuse to amend the ordinance, 
only a mandate of a court can help us. 
I challenge the right of your body to 
throw us into long and expensive liti- 
gation without at least asking the City 
Attorney to report upon the legality of 
the ordinance.” 

Ira W. Phelps also addressed the 
Council upon the subject. He urged 
the fact that he had seventy-nine lots 
valuable only for oil purposes which he 
is now unable to derive an income 
from. Mr. Phelps read from a mamnu- 
script some facetious remarks of small 
relevance upon squirrels and snake-bite 
medicine and then gracefully retired. 
The Council forthwith, wasting no 
time on discussion approved the re- 
port of the Board of Public Works, and 
the oil limits remained unchanged. 

OVERHEAD CABLES. 

Oil district petitions ratified by the 
special Committee on Oil Wells and 
Oil Inspector were granted, and the 
City Attorney instructed to present the 
necessary ordinances. Permission was 
granted to L. G. Parker to cross Tem- 
ple street between Fireman and Fig- 
veroa streets with an underground 
pipe line, this work to be under the su- 
pervision of the Street Superintendent. 
The Rex Oil Companv to erect and 
maintain two cables for pumping oil 
wells across New Depot street between 
Pearl and Ramones streets; two across 
Union avenue between First and Ar- 
pold streets, and one across Miramear 
street (formerly Ocean View avenue) 
between. Bonnie Brae and Omebeck 
streets; to R. F. Van Cleave to erect 
and maintain two cables across Yale 
street between Bernard and College 
streets, for the punpose of pumping 
two oil wells; to Nettleton & Keller- 
man to erect and maintain five wire 
cables across Bernard street between 
Ruena Vista. and Yale streets; to A 
H. Hedley to erect and maintain two 


wire cables across Yale street between. 


Bernard and College streets. 
CIRCUS LICENSE STICKS. 
The stony-hearted Council once more 


The ordinances ‘ore all passed under 


disregarded the plaint of the circus men, 


who declared that the present license 
is €0 high as to be almost. prohibitive. 
Wallace Bros., who are billed to ap- 
pear here at the end of the month, 
sent Attorney Charles McFarland to 
plead their cause. He declared that 
San Francisco and Oakland charge only 
$100 a day, Buffalo ‘$10, and few east- 
ern cities more than $75. In Los Am- 
geles $250 must be paid the first day 
and $150 for each day thereafter. In 
addition there is a daily county tax 
of $50 and a city tax of $25 for each 
sideshow or after-show. 

“I won’t rum the bluff on you of say- 
ing the circus won't come here at all 
if you don’t reduce the license,” said 
Mr. McFarland, “for that isn’t so.” 

The Council heaved a sigh of relief 
and, satisfied that there was mo dan- 
ger of deprivation of the privilege of 
seeing the show, the august body at 
once sat down on the proposition to 
reduce the license. 

FIRE PROPERTY. 

The Council ratified the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee on Fire and 
Water regarding lots and buildings for 
fire-engine thouse purposes amd in- 
structed the clerk to advertise for bids. 
The report was as follows: 

“Your Committee on Fire and Water, 
to whom was referred the recommen- 
dations of the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners regarding lots for engine-house 
purposes, report that lots and lots with 
buildings thereon suitable for depart- 
ment purposes be purchased as fol- 
lows, to wit: 


“First—Lot in East Los Angeles; 
preference given to lots within ‘the 
area bounded by Altura, Manitou,

GERM-INFESTED CANINES. 

A startling outcry against the dis- 
ease that lurks in the hide of the ordi- 
nary cur of commerce was the burden 
of a petition presented by Dr. G. W. 
Button, M.D., and several citizens. The 
appeal for aldermanic intervention was 
as follows: 

“The undersigned respectfully repre- 
sent that they are citizens of the city 
of Los Angeles; that owing to the dry 
season of the current year much more 
sickness has prevailed in said city 
this year than was ever before known 
in its previous history; that among 
other diseases that have currently pre- 
vailed, have been scarlet fever and 
diphtheria; diseases that have been 
disastrous, more particularly to our 
children: that it is a well-known fact 
that these two ailments are contagious, 
and that the contagion is susceptible of 
being carried about from family to 
family, and place to place, by dogs, 
who carry the germs of these deadly 
diseases upon their bodies; that’ the 
city is now full of curs and = street 
dogs, that live upon said streets, and 
wander about all over said city; that 
children play with these strange dogs 
and thus become exposed to whatever 
germs of disease they may carry 
about upon their persons. 

“Your petitioners therefore pray that 
your honerable body will prepare and 
adopt such an ordinance as may be 
necessary to cause the street dogs to 
be taken up and impounded by the 
city poundkeeper of said city, and all 
worthless street curs without owner or 
license to be destroyed.” 

Dr. Button outlined some of the dan- 
gers that the uncorraled’ canine threat- 
ens to the city.

the tax so long as the ordinance is not 
enforced. 

Councilman Toll spoke at length upon 
the danger of improper misadministra- 
tion of the duties of the dog catcher’s 
office. He declared that the present or- 
dinance is quite sufficient and that all 
that is needed is that the Council 
should instruct the Chief of Police to 
see that it is enforced. Finally a mo- 
tion prevailed that the dog license fee 
be reduced to 65 cents and that the 
Board of Public Works and the City 
Attorney be instructed to prepare an 
ordinance regulating the dog popula- 
tion of the city. 

HUTCH’S VACATION. 

El Hutch, wearied with the arduous 
labors of a whole day's attendance 
unon the deliberations of the Council, 
applied for a leave of absence for two 
weeks beginning October 14.. This was 
granted and he will have another op- 
portunity to canvass for votes as fusion 
candidate for Lieutenant-Governor. As 
a parting evidence of his deepandabid- 
ing interest in the welfare of his con- 
stituents, he presented an v«rdinance 
providing for the sidewalking of Ann 
street between Main and Weysy. 

Bids for sewering Towne avenue 
were opened, as follows: Per lineal 
foot. for sewer complete, B. Lorenzi, 
69 cents; George Banaz, 63 cents; A. P. 
Pusich, 59 cents: J. B. Hughes, 79 cents. 
They were referred to the Sewer Com- 
mittee. 

Councilman Mathuss presented an or- 
dinance for laying a sidewalk on both 
sides of Olive street, betwen First and 
Second streets. G. W. Burton was 
granted permission to lay a thirty-five- 
foot sidewalk by private contract on 
the west side of Bunker Hill avenue 
between First and Court. 

Councilman Toll presented an ordi- 
nance providing a penalty for break- 
ing down and defacing street signs. 
and also the final ordinance for im- 
proving Twenty-first street between 
Toberman and Union, 

Eighth street is not to be improved 
between Lemon street and Santa Fé 
avenue. In accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Public 
Works that the protest of C. H. Smith 
be sustained, proceedings were yester- 
day abandoned. 

A message from Mayor Snyder an- 
nouncing that the charter had been 
filed with him, was ordered filed. 

As a settlement of the vexed ques- 
tion of who should take care of the 
storm water that flows across West 
Seventh street, the Board of Public 
Works recommended that a storm 
water pipe to cost $400 be laid, the city 
to bear half the exvense.. Maj. W. C. 
Furrey addressed the Council upon the 
matter, declaring that it was unjust 
to compel private citizens to help pay 
for the storm drain as the water com- 
plained of did not flow in a natural 
watercourse. The matter was referred 
back to the Board of Public Works. 


THE. COURT HOUSE, 


A VALID COMMISSION. 


DR.JULES F. ROTH CONCEDES THAT 
HE MADE A CONTRACT. 


Agreed to Pay G. E. Walker a Bonus 
for Introducing Mrs. Nancy A. 
Gilbert, to Be Paid When He 
Collected His Fee. 


The suit instituted by George E. 
Walker against Dr. Jules F. Roth, te 
recover $75 as commission for intro- 
ducing as a patient Mrs. Nancy A. Gil- 
bert, came to trial yesterday before 
Justice Young in the Township Court. 

Inasmuch as Dr. Roth obtained a pa- 
tient in this somewhat exceptional way, 
and Mrs. Gilbert, who was a lady quite 
advanced in years, died shortly after- 
ward, leaving a will that had been 
drawn up immediately before her death 
and in which Dr. Roth was left $500, 
and was made the residuary legatee, it 
was expected that the hearing in court 
would be snappy and full of interest. 
As it happened, however, Dr. Roth ac- 
knowledged the obligation, but con- 
tended that his agreement with Walker 
was to pay the commission out of the 
first moneys he received from Mrs. Gil- 
bert. As a matter of fact, he said he 
never had received any money from 
the deceased, and consequently was 
not bound to. pay the amount. He had 
been expecting to enter upon his duties 
as executor of the old lady's estate, 
when he would have had his fee paid, 
and he would have paid Walker, but a 
contest of the will had been filed, and 
the whole matter had been tied up. 

Attorney for the plaintiff tried to 
get Dr. Roth to acknowledge that he 
had slept upon his rights. and had 
never tried to collect any money on the 
contract for $250 that he had made 
with Mrs. Gilbert, for the reason that 
he hoped to do better by keeping quiet. 
But the doctor stoutly and excitedly 
maintained that though the wording of 
the contract showed that it was in op- 
eration from the first treatment, yet 
the money was not due upon it until 
the course of treatment was conclifled. 
Attorney Potter, who conducted the 
case for the plaintiff, ventured upon 
forbidden ground in an attempt to over- 
throw the contention of the defendant. 

“Now, isn’t it a fact,” he insinuatingly 
inquired, “‘that you yourself tore up the 
other will?’’ 

This question, however interesting the 
field of investigation it might open up. 
was not pertinent to the case at bar, 
and Attorney Powers. who appeared 
for Dr. Roth, professed to be very in- 
dignant in making objection, . 

“You ought to get into the will con- 
test .case,” he remarked, addressing 
himself to Mr. Potter. “and perhaps 
you are in it; some one came to me 
the other day trying to make terms for 
the suppression of evidence.” 

At that remark it was Attorney Pot- 
ter’s turn to be mad. “You don’t mean 
to insinuate that I did such a thing?” 
he inquired, as his face flushed with 
indignation. 

“Oh, no no,” responded Mr. Powers, 
“T had no such intention,” and he 
leaned back in his chair and blandly 
smiled. 

But while all that pertained to the 
matter of the will was made taboo to 
plaintiff's counsel, Dr. Roth did concede 
that he had remarked once to Walker 
that “he wouldnt’ accept a case from 
— —— himself without there was 
money in it.” As a qualification of 
this remark the doctor said that it ap- 
plied to persons who had money, and 
that he attended gratuitously patients 
who had none, illustrating such bene- 
ficial action on his part by instancing 
one case when the patient was a friend 
of Walker, the present plaintiff. Later, 
ne repudiated the blasphemy. 

After hearing the testimony Justice 
Young gave judgment for Dr. Roth, 
holding that under the verbal agree- 
ment with the plaintiff it was reason- 
able to suppose the commission was to 
be paid out of the money received from 
the patient, and not out of Dr. Roth's 
pocket before he had been paid for his 
services. 


THE ELECTION 


LAW. 


Contradictory Time-limit Clauses to 
Be Tested. 

The peculiarity of the election law, 
in that it is apparently in _ conflict 
with itself regarding the time when the 
registration of electors shall cease, has 
prompted Edward F. O'Neal, residing 
at No. 209 South Flower street, to test 
the matter in the courts. 

One clause of the election law says 
that registration shall close twenty- 
seven days before election, and another 


says that the time to be fifteen days. 
| 


eral counties have been called upon to 
reconcile this contradiction, and have 
done so by holding that when the 
Board of Supervisors orders a new 
Great Register prepared, registration 
must close twenty-seven days before 
the election, and, when only a supple- 
mental register is ordered, registra- 
tion must continue until fifteen days 
before election. Applying this inter- 
pretation to the status of the case in 
this county, and it is apparent that if 
the courts here follow the precedent 
established elsewhere, the time of regis- 
tration will be extended until fifteen 
days before election. 

To test the matter Mr. O'Neal has 
petitioned the court for a writ of man- 
date to compel the inscribing of his 
name upon the supplemental register, 
registrations having ceased for some 
time. 

The petition was made returnable in 
Department six before Judge Allen, on 
Thursday morning at 10 o’clock. Mean- 
time, however, County Clerk Newlin 
intends to close down on the registra- 
tion of transfers on Wednesday, albeit 
the office in the Courthouse will be 
kept open until a late bkour on that 
night. If the writ of mandate prayed 
for should issue, then the office would 
have to be reopened. 


A JEWELRY CASE. 


Decision in the Old Lucas Suit 
Reversed, 

In the suit of James Roberts, plaintiff 
and appellant, against John Burr, de- 
fendant and respondent, the Supreme 
‘Court has reversed the judgment and 
order of the lower court. The action 
was to recover possession or the value 
of certain jewelry and precious stones, 
as bailee of the owner, from the de- 
fendant, who attached the property as 
Sheriff of the county. The case was 
tried before Judge McKinley, in De- 
partment Six, and from the judgment 
given in favor of the defendant, and 
from the order denying a new trial 
the plaintiff appealed. 

It appeared that S. E. Lucas and son 

were in the jewelry business, the firm 
comprising 8S. E. and James H. Lucas. 
Emily A. Lucas was wife to 8S. E. and 
mother of James H. She had made 
large advances of money to tlre firm out 
of her separate estate, and” the firm 
owed her on August 2, 1895, nearly 
$6000. On that day the firm conveyed 
by bill of sale and delivered to her 
the possession of certain of their goods, 
which were made the subject of the 
action, and were of the value of $5025. 
On November 14 and 16 Mrs. Lucas de- 
livered the goods to plaintiff to be sold 
on commission. On January 7, 1896, 
one Trafton, a creditor of the firm, 
commenced an action against the firm 
by attachment, and caused the goods 
to be seized. Subsequently he ob- 
tained judgment, and the property was 
sold under execution, Trafton becom- 
ing the purchaser for the amount of 
his judgment and costs, about $700. 
The plaintiff.in appealing challenged 
the sufficiency of the evidence to justify 
the decision, and the sole question con- 
tested arose out of the finding that 
there was no immediate delivery fol- 
lowed by an actual and continued 
change as possession, as required by 
section 3440 of the Civil Code. 


THE HIGHWAY OUTRAGE. 
Two Break-beam Travelers Tell 
Their Little Story. 

Dan McCarty and Herbert Wright, 
the two highwaymen who are charged 
with having attempted to hold up Mrs. 
Rachel Crank near Lamanda Park, 
and of having actually succeeded in 
robbing a Mr. Ragsdale in the same vi- 
cinity, were brought before Justice 
Young yesterday in the Township 
Court. 

Both of the men told a story to the 
effect that they had been beating their 
way from Arizona by occasionally tip- 
ping the brakeman, and upon reaching 
El Monte they made toward the Chap- 
man ranch without any very definite 
reason other than that McCarty had at 
one time worked there. They bought 
some bread and meat, and upon reach- 
ing the old and deserted Chapman 
depot, made a fire and had supper, and 
then went inside, and, in ,.company 
with a boy named Pearson, Say down 
and went to sleep. Not until they 
were arrested next day did they waken 
up. That was about the story as told 
by the two defendants, but Mrs. Crank 
said that McCarty was the man that 
leveled a pistol at her head while she 
sat in her buggy, and when only about 
three feet from her. She pushed the 
pistol aside with the whip she held in 
her hand, at the same time giving the 
horse a cut that made it start forward, 
leaving the bungling highwaymen in 
the rear. That was about 7 o'clock, 
but the accused, according to their 
statement, were at that hour sleeping 
soundly in the depot. 

In the absence of Ragsdale and the 
boy Pearson, desired as witnesses by 
the prosecution, the case was continued 
until Wednesday morning. 

Both men were recently examined at 
‘Pasadena on the charge of robbing 
Ragsdale, and were discharged. Rags- 
dale stated that he was held up at 
about 7:30 o’clock, and that during the 
evening he made search for the men 
in the old depot, where they claim that 
they slept, but found it empty.

In previous years the association has 
had little opportunity to arrange any- 
thing out of the ordinary in the run- 
ning line, but the presence here of the 
three horses mentioned has given them 
that opportunity. As an inducement 
for the special race a purse of $300 was 
offered, it being understood that the 
race is to be an effort to equal or 
break the Coast record for a mile, and 
if the performance of the horses today 
is anything like what is expected of 
them the race will be the most sensa- 
tional event on the California circuit. 
The association has offered $100 in ad- 
dition to the purse to the winner if the 
record is broken or equaled. 

With a good day and track it is -al- 
most a certainty. that.1;39% will ‘be 
mdde, while sdme judges predict a mile 
in 1:39 flat. The race promises to be 
@ memorable one, and it is very diffi- 
cult to predict which horse will be 
made favorite. Previous to Saturday, 
Moringa and Marplot had the largest 
following, but La Golita’s win over 
Rubicon in the extremely fast time of 
1:00 for five furlongs, has materially 
increased the popularity of the Santa 
Anita candidate. 

Moringa is one of the most improved 
horses in training. He ran a score or 
more times without winning a race, 
but he gained the distinction of finish- 
ing third oftener than any other horse 
in the country in a given time. He 
displayed wonderfully improved form 
at the State Fair meeting, while his 
two races here were made in phenome- 
hal time. In his initial start he ran a 
mile in the track-record time of 1:40, 
and afterward he captured a six-and- 
one-half-furlong race in 1:20, which is 
but three-fifths of a second slower 
than the world’s record, held jointly 
by Irish Reel and Wernberg. ‘He is 
rather a small horse, and therefore par- 
tial to weight, but as he packed 108 
pounds in that race, a much better 
showing in regard to time is expected 
of him today, when he will have only 
ninety pounds in the saddle. 

Marplot’s races with Grady make him 
worthy of serious consideration. This 
colt ran one and one-eighth miles in 
the phenomenal time of 1:53% for a 
three-year-old, and carried 110 pounds 
at that. In the one-and-one-half mile 
race against Grady, Marplot must 
have ran the first mile in a shade bet- 
ter than 1:39%%. 

La Golita, the fast daughter of 
Amigo, has started but twice this fall. 
In her first effort she essayed to give 
away six pounds to Moringo over a 
mile course. She ran a most creditable 
race, but was defeated. She displayed 
a marked improvement in her race on 
Saturday, when she beat Rubicon five 
furlongs within a quarter of a second 
of the Coast record, and the chestnut 
filly should be able to go the race of 
her life today. The world’s record for 
a mile over a circular track is 1:38%. 

The attendance at the races yester- 
day was below expectations. Monday 
is usually an off day at the park dur- 
ing a meeting, because most of the 
people who attend on Saturday cannot 
g0 again on Monday. The crowd yes- 
terday was, therefore, made up princi- 
pally of those who never miss a horse 
race when they have the opportunity 
to witness one. There was about the 
usual proportion of ladies present, and 
all the boxes were filled. There were 
not so many men down stairs as usual, 
and while most of those who were 
there patronized the books, the book- 
makers complained of a dearth of busi- 
ness throughout the afternoon. The 
card was not a particularly attractive 
one, and the day was devoid of un- 
usual incidents and features. 

THE 2:12 TROT. 

The first event of the day was the 
2:12 trot, in which there were five 
starters. In spite of the announcement 
that the races would begin promptly 
at 1:30 o’clock, it was almost 2 before 
the horse were called to the track for 
the first heat. In that heat and 
throughout the race Prince Gift was an 
odds on favorite, the first figures on 
him being 1 to 3. Galette stood sec- 
ond in the favor of the talent, 3 to 1 
being. offered on her and being taken 
by many. The field for $9 against 
Prince Gift for $10 was the rule in the 
auction pools and three backers of 
Prince Gift took all of that kind of 
money that was offered, and results 
showed that it was good money for 
them. Prince Gift got slightly the dis- 
advantage of the start, which was ac- 
complished only after the horses had 
scored five times, but hefore, the quar- 
ter was reached, “he had caught the 
bunch and at the half was trying con- 
clusions with Our Jack, a 20-to-1 shot 
with Galette close up in third place. 
From the half, Prince Gift drew away 
and won with ease, 

aking the place fro 
who led Osito by length. 

Silver Ring got away ahead at the 
start in the second heat, with Ous¢ Jack 
second. Prince Gift, Osito and Galette 
passed them, however, before the quar- 


° 


ter was reached, and the heat was 
thereafter a procession, Prince Gift 
winning by two lengths from Osito, Ga- 
lette being three lengths behind in 
third place, and two lengths ahead of 
Silver Ring. 

Osito’s position at the finish in the 
second heat caused a change in his 
favor in the betting on the third. He 
had been as high as 30 to 1, but in the 
last heat of the race only 3 to 1 was 
offered. Prince Gift commanded 2 to 
5, Galette, 4 to 1, Our Jack, 12 to 1, and 
Silver Ring, 30 to 1. Again it was an 
easy victory for Prince Gift, for after 
remaining behind until in the back 
stretch, he passed Galette and Osito 
with ease, and won the’ heat and race 
by two lengths, Galette finishing half 
a length ahead of Osito and taking sec- 
ond money. Our Jack and Silver Ring 
brought up the rear in the order named. 


A FAVORITE BEATEN. 


The second race was a seven-furlong 
dash, in which there were but four 
entries, of whom Napian was favorite 
at 7 to 10. William O. B., who has 
started in a number of races this ‘meet- 
ing, was second choice at 6 to 5 in the 
closing betting. Petrarch commanded 5 
to 1, and Viking 30 tol. The start was, 
of course, at the ‘first eighth. pole. 
Viking gave the starter some trouble 
and the horses were at the post for 
some little time. When they got away 
Napian was leading and Petrarch sec- 
ond, while William O. B. was last. The 
run of the latter horse was one of the 
finest efforts of the day. At the half 
he had passed Viking, and was three 
lengths behind Petrarch, who was a 
length in the rear of Napian. It looked 
as if all Napian bets were good, but in 
rounding the turn Petrarch ran the 
favorite wide, and William O. B. slid 
into the gap and got the pole, passing 
Petrarch in doing so. The three lead- 
ing horses were within as many lengths 
of each other in the stretch, and a final 
burst of speed was necessary for any 
of them to win. Almost at the same 
instant the three riders began using 
their. whips, and the ‘finish was ip a 


urious pace. William O. B.’s advan- 


tage lay in. his position on the track. 
Within fifty yards of the wire h» 
pushed ‘his nose ahead of the leading 
Napian and then his head, and in spite 
of the punishment Devin gave the fa- 
vorite, the pole horse won by a head, 
with Petrarch only a length behind. 
The race was run in the fast time of 
1:27%. 

+h. Al starters lined up before the 
barrier in the third race, a dash of five 
furlongs for maiden three-year-olds 
and upwards. Reina de Los Angeles 


for whom “Lucky” Baldwin has great 


hopes, was favorite in the betting, 
opening at 3 to 2 and later being 
backed down to even money. Castelar 
was well liked at 7 to 5. Artesia stood 
5 to 1 and Jibbity Flibbitt 4 to }, the 
others ranged from 8 to 40 to 1. Cas- 
telar got away in the lead, and Red 
Leaf second, Reina de Los Angeles be- 
ing in fourth place, behind Miss Daly. 
At the half the Baldwin horse had 
moved up into second place, and was 
rapidly overtaking Castelar. Ruiz, on 
the latter, gave Reina de Los Angeles 
a race, but the latter beat him out in 
the stretch and won the race by half a 
length, both horses finishing under the 
whip. Jibbity Flibbitt finished third. 

A three-quarters of a mile run for 
three-year-olds was the fourth race on 
the card, In it Ocorona was the favor- 
it at 4 to 5. Obsidiam had been tipped 
to win, but the tip did not affect the 
betting much, 4 to 1 being laid against 
him in nearly all the books. San Au- 
gustine was placed at 3 to 1 through- 
out, and was well backed. Correct 
would have paid 15 to 1 had he won 
and Los Midinos 20 to 1. It was Obsi- 
diam’s race from the start, amd he was 
never in any danger. Getting the lead 
at the start he kept it and won easily 
by three lengths, with San Augustine 
second and Los Midinos third. Oco- 
rona, the favorite, finished last. 

Lady Ashley and Roardwarmer di- 
vided the honors in the betting in the 
last race of the day, a selling stake for 
all ages, the distance. being nine-six- 
teenths of a mile. Roadwarmer opened 
at 6 to 5 and closed even. Lady Ash- 
ley’s first figures were 2 to 1 and closed 
at 7to5. Gracias, 8 to 1, and Wenoma, 
10 to 1, was the betting on the other 
starters. When the barrier went up 
Gracias led with RoadWarmer second 
and Lady Ashley third. At the three- 
quarters Roadwarmer was leading by a 
length, Gracias having dropped into 
third place behind Lady Ashley. Road- 
warmer won by half a length from the 
latter, with Gracias about an equal 
distance behind. The time was 0:54%4.

TYPHO[D WIDESPREAD, 


VICTIMS TODAY MORE NUMEROUS 
THAN FOR MONTHS PAST, 


A Warning Nate Sounded by the 
Board of Health—Renewed Pre- 
cautions Against the Spread of 
Diphtheria, 


There are more victims of the dread 
disease of typhoid fever in Los An- 
geles today than for many months 
past. This is the warning note 
sounded before the Board of Health 
last evening by Health Officer Powers. 

“The reason,” said Dr. Powers, “is 
that people are just returning from 
their summer vacations. Sanitary 
precautions are less generally observed 
in the country than in the city. Peo- 
ple come home with the disease in 
their systems, and it develops after 
their return. Ignorance is common 
of the most elementary precautions, 
and through carelessness typhoid is 
communicated. I know of one mother 
who came back from. the country, 
where she had been nursing her son 
through typhoid. She had neglected 
to take proper care of herself, and 
the result is that she has communi- 
cated the disease to four of her chil- 
dren.” 

The Board of Health urges upon the 
public all possible precautions as to 
drainage, drinking water, and other 
danger points. 

A new and more stringent régime 
for the prevention of diphtheria is 
about to be ina rated. Last even- 
ing the Board o Health instructed 
Health Officer Powers to prepare a 
new rule regulating quarantine in 
diphtheria cases. The present rule is 
that the green quarantine card must 
be kept posted until ten days after a 
physician pronounces the case cured, 
or until ten days after the patient's 
removal, and until thorough disinfec- 
tion by a health officer. 

The new rule will provide that the 
card shall not. be removed until bac- 
teriological examination proves that 
danger of the spread of the disease is 
all over. Dr. Powers and his as- 
sistants make cultures of the germs at 
the home of the patient several times 
during the progress of the case. When 
it is proven by strictly scientific means 
that all risk of contagion is over, the 
card will be removed. The old rule 
did not prevent danger, for often when 
a diphtheria patient seems. entirely 
well, and has been pronounced cured 
by a physician, myriads of germs are 
still in his throat to spread disease 
by a drinking cup or handkerchief. 

Meat Inspector Fred T. Hughes re- 
ported that during September he had 
made the following inspections: Meat 
markets, 199; poultry, 22: peddling 
wagons, 14; chicken yards, 3; slaugh- 
ter-houses, 15; restaurants, 15: calf 
peddlers, 11. Mr. Hughes condemned 
two calves and twenty-three chickens. 
The report concluded as follows: “The 
condition of the meat markets in the 
city is good, and the meat they are 
handling is of good avalitv. Colwag are 
very scarce in the local market.” 

Milk Inspector George W. Hooser 
reported that he had inspected 110 
dairies and milk depots, tested 104 
samples of milk, condemned 1 cow, and 


made 3 arrests, and procured 3 convic- 
tions. 


PLAYED AROUND) A TRAIN. 


The Usual Result, and Now Oliver 
Gambleois in Bed. 

A serious accident occurred to Oliver 
Gamble, of Garvanza, near that place 
about 3 o’clock Sunday afternoon. 
Gamble, who is about 16 years old, was 
playing with some companions around 
a water train of the Terminal read. 
The trainrhen were filling the water 
barrels on the bridge near chat place, 
and, as the train started up, Gamble 
started to jump on, He secured a hold 
with his hands, but missed his footing, 
As the train was on the bridge before 
he could collect his senses, he tried to 
hold on until after the bridge Was 
nassed, but was unable to do so. In 
some manner he lost his grip on the 
iron, and in falling struck a bridge 
timber, breaking his right leg in two 
places above the knee, also his right 
ankle, and receiving a bad cut under 
the jaw. Gamble was hurried thhome, 
where he was attended by Drs. Fisher 
and Yoakum.

It is a notable 
fact that the cash in the treasury is 
practically sufficient to redeem all the 
paper money the government has out. 


PUPRTO RICO CURRENCY. The 
‘American Banker says: hope 
there is no truth in the rumor that the 
military authorities in Puerto Rico are 
about to attempt to adjust the local 
currency to that of the United States 
on the basis of an exchange of $2 
Puerto Rican silver dollars for one of 
gold. To do this on the spur of the 
moment would certainly demoralize 
contracts, and put the trade of the 
fsland into confusion. That the cur- 
rency of the island will be brought 
some time to par with that of the 
United States is inevitable. But the 
people should have time to prepare for 
that end, as in our own case, when 
a date was fixed for the resumption 
of specie payments. It may then be 
expedient, as the New York Journal of 
Commerce suggests, to substitute the 
American silver dollar, which is at par 
with gold for the Puerto Rican dollar, 
which fluctuates widely between 145 
and 235. Of course, no such fluctua- 
tions are possible hereafter, since the 
fortunes of the Spanish treasury are 
no longer bound up with that coin.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

FRANCE WANTS FRUIT. The 
French fruit crop. is generally poor, 
owing to excessive heat and continued 
Grought. The American Consul at 
Lyons, John C. Covert, writes to the 
Treasury Department that French 
fruit merchants are making inquiries 
as to American fruit. Under the terms 
of the new reciprocity treaty, and un- 
der existing conditions, they say they 
can do a good business if the fruit is 
properly packed. They ask for prompt 
answers to these questions: 

“What will be the wholesale price of 
apples, pears, ,prunes, grapes, lemons, 
oranges, cedrats, and their varieties? 

“How will they be packed? : 

“Are the grapes hard enough 
stand the journey to France? 

_ “Giveparticulersas toquality and how 
fruits may be preserved for winter 
use. 

“All estimates of prices must be 
based upon kilograms, and not upon 
any of our measures. The kilogram is 
equivalent to two and one-fifth 
pounds, avoirdupois.”’

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

FOR A MERCHANT MARINE. At 
the October monthly meeting of the 
Philadelphia Board of Trade, the fol- 
lowing resolutions were offered by An- 
drew Wheeler, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign and Coastwise Com- 
merce: 

“Whereas, by the action of the Presi- 
dent and of Congress, and through the 
skill and valor of our army and navy, 
great opportunities for enterprise have 
been opéned to our citizens, favorably 
affecting every branch of the industry; 
it is hereby 

“Resolved, that, in order to take ad- 
vantage of these wide fields of enter- 
prise, the American ocean-carrying 
trade should be revived, and the Phila- 
delphia Board of Trade hereby urges 
Congress to comsider, at the approach- 
ing session, what action is needed to re- 
store to the United States the ocean- 
carrying trade in vessels sailing under 
¢he American flag. 

“Resolved, that a movement of such 
universal advantage to every section 
of our country should receive the sup- 
port of all boards of trade and com- 
mercial organizations, and their active 
and earnest codperation is hereby in- 
voked. 

“Resolved, that the press of the coun- 
try be urged to lend their powerful aid 
to the success of ‘his great national 
undertaking.”’ 

In offering the resolutions Mr. 
Wheeler made the interesting state- 
ment that there was a time when 92 
per cent. of the carrying trade to and 
from American ports was done under 
the United States flag, but that it had 
dwindled away so that within the last 
two years it had been as low as 8 per 
cent. He believed some assistance was 
required; just what it should be the 
board would not indicate, but Congress 
Phould get the ideas of representative 
bodies from various parts of the coun- 
try on the subject to guide it in its 
action. The resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted. 

This subject is of prime importance 
to Los Angeles business men in view 
of the harbor to be built, of the Ha- 
waiian Island trade and of the com- 
merce opening up between ¢his Coast 
and eastern Asia. Here is something 
for the Los Angeles Board of Trade, the 

hamber of Commerce and the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association 
to take in hand and to take action on. 
Congress will be in session in two 
months.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—The room traders in 
the Steck Exchange turned bears again to- 
day and sold stocks all through the list. 
Outside of a few cases they did not meet 
with much success in securing a follwing, 
but in a number of high-priced specialties, 
and later in the day in some other rail- 
roads, the declining market did induce some 
liquidation. This was notably the case in 
Northern Pacific, which went down in the 
last hour today to 38%, a loss of 1%, and 
closed heavy in tone. Offerings of this 
etock were very large, and the price move- 
ment revived rumors of irreconcilable differ- 
ences between the two powerful financial 
interests in the property. The large Ger- 
man holding of this stock made it peculiarly 
susceptible to the effects of money strin- 
gency in Berlin, indicated in the rise in the 
Imperial Bank rate to 5 per cent. The same 
fact affected other railroad stocks also. In 
fact. the influence of all foreign markets 
were on the side of the bears. The nego- 
tiations between Great Britain and France 
exposed by the publication of the Fashoda 
blue book caused sufficient apprehension to 
produce a decline of % in British consols 
an@ to unsettle all the Eurepean markets. 
The continued uneasiness in France cver 
domestic politics and the possibility of the 
failure of the peace commissions to agree 
upon terms were also on the side of the 
bears. There was some alarm over the 
spread of yellow fever in the South, in 
which Illinois Central was the most severe 
sufferer, losing 1% pcints. Losses in the 
Grangers reached a point, except in St. 
Paul, which resisted the decline. The prin- 
cipal activity of the market, however, con- 
tinued to center in the industrial group, 
and Sugar fell to 110, with no visible sup- 
port. The offerings on the decline were 
very large. People’s Gas, Rubber, Leather 
preferred, Manhattan, Metropolitan and New 
York Airbrake were all sufferers at one 
time or another during the day to the ex- 
tent of from 1 to 7% points. Tobacco was a 
prominent feature, but ruled above Satur- 
day’s level the greater part of the day in 
acquisition of a large plug tobacco interest. 
The price advanced at one time over 3 poinis, 
closing unchanged. Lake Erie and Western 
common and preferred fell at one time 3% 
and 10% points respectively. The preferred 
railied nearly 3 points. There was no news 
to account for the decline. A loss of 3 
points in Oregon Navigation preferred was 
also unexplained. There were no reflect’ons 
in the stock market of the active foreign 
demand for wheat for export, or of the evi- 
dences of the expanding business of the 
country in the increased demands of the 
West for money. The transfers of currency

NBW YORK, Oct: 10.—The Evening Post's 
London financial cablegram: ‘The stock mar- 
kets here opened flat today on the Fashoda 
dispute and the rise in the German bank 
rate, but closed better generally on favor- 
able advances from Paris.

New York and i3erlin are com- 
peting for gold here at 77s 1%d. It is be- 
lieved here that the worst of the financial 
strain at Berlin is over. The London short 
rate for money rose to 3 vef «ent., subject 
to possible advance in the Bank of England 
rate on Thursday.’’

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—Liverpool wheat quo- 
tations before the start here showed an ad- 
vance of 14@1%d over last night's close, on 
fears as to the controversy with France 
over the Nile territory. That advanced 
values here sharply at the opening, and the 
traders were stimulated into unusual ac- 
tivity. Additional impetus was given the 
market by the fact that shipments from 
Russia last week showed a falling off of 
some six thousand bushels as compared with 
the preceding week, and because of heavy 
cable acceptances of wheat offers made over 
Sunday by exporters. To further add to the 
discomfort of those who went short from 
last week there were ‘‘pointers’”’ in circula- 
tion that the government crop report would 
make a very bullish showing in wheat. The 
combination was sufficient to cause general 
covering by shorts of almost every sort. 
Meanwhile the early bearish news was cn- 
tirely disregarded. The Michigan authori- 
ties estimated the total yield of that State 
as the largest ever known there, New South 
Wales placed her exportable surplus greater 
than usually reported for all of Australia, 
and that the foreigners were selling wheat 
on acccunt of the sharp advance in prices. 
In consequence of this the market did not 
fully maintain its early figures, nevertheless 
the trade was not disposed to hammer 
prices, as the liberal rains in the North- 
west promised to cut off receipts somewhat. 
Another factor that discouraged any heavy 
selling was that the visible supply only 
showed an increase of 947,000 bushels 
whereas an increase of 1,500,000 bushels had 
been expected. Primary market receipts 
were 2.151.000 bushels, against 2,547,000 the 
previous vear. Reports from the seaboard 
that the export engagements aggregated 195 
boatloads, and the sale of 200,000 bushels of 
No. 2 spring and No. 2 hard winter here for 
Liverpool caused a very strong tone during 
the closing hours. December closed 1@1% 
higher. Corn started strong with wheat and 
closed at “% advance. Oats followed corn and 
closed 14@% higher. The strength in grains, 
together with a light run of hogs at higher 
prices started provisions strong. The trad> 
was not broad enough, however, to absorb 
the offerings and values quickly slumped off. 
Scalping shorts, who rather overdid the sell- 
ing after they discovered the source of the 
heavy liquidation early, ran the price up 
at the close in an attempt to ‘over. Pork 
and ribs left off unchanged to 2% cents 
higher. and lard unchanged.

ORANGE CONFUSIONISTS. 


Nominations Made in a Pretended 
Convention. 


SANTA ANA, Oct. 10.—{Special Corre- 
spondence.] As indicated in The Times a 
few days ago there has been some political 
hairpulling among the “confusionists’’ in 
this county, and there are those mixed up 
in the scramble who vow that the end is 
not yet. According to the programme ar- 
range@ by the local bosses of the Demo- 
cratic, Populist and Silver Republican par- 
ties another convention was held in this 
city last Saturday—that is, it was called a 
convention.

In fact, he refused to 
be made a party to the illegal proceedings, 
stating that when he adjourned the regular 
fusion convention he adjourned it sine die, 
an@ therefore another convention could not 
be legally held. But the ‘‘bosses’’ were not 
to be outdone. When Mr. Baker refused to 
participate in the second “‘love-feast’’ W. M. 
McFadden, the present chairman of the 
Democratic County Central Committee, as- 
sumed the roll of dictator and brought the 
little coterie of politicians together in a 
jiffy. He claimed that the minutes of the 
last convention did not show that it had 
adjourned sine die, notwithstanding the fact 
that Chairman Baker distinctly stated that 
he had, and that it was perfectly right and 
proper for them to meet and transact busi- 
ness again if they so desired. This positive 
assertion on the part of Mr. McFadden 
seemed to satisfy the members present and 
they at once got down to business, ratifying 
the selection of C. EB.

SANTA MONICA. 


Some Figures Indicating the Aggre- 
@ate Cast of Sewers. 


SANTA MONICA, Oct. 10.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The cost of building the city 
sewer system, and the expenses incident 
thereto, present an important question of 
domestic economics in many households 
just now. Generally speaking, the use of 
the sewer involves four kinds of expense. 
These are for the building of the trunk 
sewer, which is paid for by the city as 
a whole; the construction of the lateral or 
alley sewers, which are paid for by the 
owners of ubutting property; the laying of 
private connections from the alley sewers 
to the houses, and the plumbing which must 
be provided within or about the houses. 

The trunk sewer system is being paid for 
with the proceeds of a $40,000 pond issue 
and brings only a slight burden on property 
owners this year as compared with the 
lateral sewers, private connections and 
plumbing. Only the accrued interest and 
one-fortieth of the principal of she $40,000 
is paid in any one year, nut the vther ex- 
Penses must be paid at once. Most of the 
territory in which lateral sewers bave Leen 
and are to be built in the near future lies 
northerly from Railroad avenue. The total 
cost of the lateral sewers that have been 
built as yet is shown by the subjvcired fig- 
ures: 


Lateral No. 1, lying between Ocean ave- 
nue and extending from Railroad avenue to 
Montana avenue—Contract price, 8.59 cents 
per lineal foot, amounting to $5326.66; adver- 
tising, $102.40; inspection, $49.50; engineer- 
ing, $111; total, $5689.56. It is explained on 
the part of the city authorities that the 
item of inspection was for work which the 
Street Superintendent was unable to do 
while attending to his other duties in con- 
nection with the construction. The Street 
Superintendent is paid a salary by the city.

The aggregate cost of laterals Nos. 1, 3 
and 4 is $11,098.40, which makes an average 
cost closely approximating $22 per lot, the 
lots in that part of town nearly all of them 
having a frontage of fifty feet and a depth 
of 150 feet. As the distance from the ocean 
increases the alley or lateral sewers will 
probably not oexten®d as far northerly from 
Railroad avenue as those already built. 
Taking this into account and estimating 
the total number of lots to be sewered north 
of Railroad avenue at 1320, the total cost of 
lateral sewers in that district would slightly 
exceed $29,000.

POKER ROOMS RAIDED. 


First Arrest Made Under the Recent

SWISS SHORTY’S “DOUGH”

WILLIAMS SAYS IT WAS 
USED CORRUPTLY. 


“BULL” 


Prosecution of Caranzo Collapsed, 
the Assistant District Attorney 
Says, Because Witnesses Were 
Lang’s Lapse of 
Memory. 


“Your Honor, I move that this case 
be dismissed. The people’s witnesses 
have been fixed with Shorty’s dough, 
and I refuse to waste any more time 
with such testimony.” 

Such, in effect, was the language used 
by Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams yester- 
day in Justice Morrison’s court, after 
he had heard the testimony of sev- 
eral witnesses in the case of the people 
against Luigi Caranzo, charged with 
assault with intent to commit murder. 

Caranzo is a_ short, beetle-browed 
Italian-Swiss, who was arrested a short 
time ago on the charge of murderous 
assault on Charics E. Lang, an East 
Side blacksmith. On the night of Sep- 
tember 4, Lang and _several friends 
were on a jamboree in the neighbor- 
hood of the Plaza, when a man, accom- 
panied by two women, came along. 
Words passed between the parties and 
the quarrel ended in a free fight, dur- 
ing whcih Lang was stabbed by the 
escort of the women. Police Sergeant 
Smith arrived at the scene of the fray 
in time to see a short, thick-headed 
man jab Lang several times with a 
knife, but the stabber ran away before 
the officer could place him under ar- 
rest. 

Lang was taken to the Receiving 
Hospiial, where it was found that the 
knife had penetrated to one of his 
lungs. For a little while it looked as 
though his wound might prove fatal. 
While in the shadow of death Lang 
Was quite positive that he could iden- 
tify his assailant, and he was eager to 
have him brought to justice. The de- 
scription of the culprit that Lang gave 
tallied eaxctly with Caranzo, who was 
krown to be the intimate friend of one 
of the women conccrned in the brawl. 
A complaint charging, Caranzo with 
the assault was sworn to by Lang, and 
a warrant of arrest was issued, but 
Caranzo kept in hiding for several 
weeks. In the interim Lang told the 
detectives that he had been offered 
money to square the case, and the de- 
tectives say they know positively that 
$75 was put in*the hands of an attor- 
ney to be paid to Lang if he would not 
prosecute. 

Lang denied that he accepted a bribe, 
but one day Caranzo came out of hid- 
ing and was placed under arrest. 
Thereafter Lang showed great reluc- 
tance, the officers say, to go on with 
the case, but they were satisfied that 
Caranzo was the stabber, and were de- 
termined to make him answer for it. 

At the preliminary examination yes- 
terday, Dr. Ralph Hagan, the police 
surgeon, testified as to the nature of 
Lang’s wounds. Then Lang himself 
was put on the witness stand. The re- 
sult was as the officers had _ antici- 
pated, Lang's memory went com- 
pletely back on him. He could not re- 
member the appearance of the man 
who stabbed him. He looked the de- 
fendant over carefully, and gave the 
opinion that he was not the man. At 
this exhibition of forgetfulness, Asst. 
Dist.-Atty. Williams lost his temper. 
He asked the witness all manner of 
sarcastic questions, and roasted him 
unmercifully in side remarks. Wil- 
liams unhesitatingly said that he be- 
lieved Lang’s lapse of memory was due 
to a money consideration. 

The next two witnesses, G. H. and 
W. E. Parsons, who were Lang’s com- 
panions on the night of the fight, were 
afflicted with similar mental obtuse- 
ness. Williams said he ‘did not care 
for their testimony, but simply wanted 
to put them on record. He remarked 
that they also had received some of 
“Shorty’s dough.”’ After they had both 
reiterated on their solemn oath that 
they could net identify the defendant 
as Lang's assailant, Williams moved 
the dismissal of the complaint, and 
the court so ordered. 

A peculiarity of the case was that 


re- 
sented the insinuations of the Assistant 
District Attorney. They simply 


grinned and squirmed under his stric- 
tures, but not one of them entered a 
protest or offered to break his head. 
However, Williams’s enormous _ size 
mav have served as a warning to the 
obstreperous witnesses to curb their 
desire to take a fall out of the man 
who virtually accused them of taking 
“dough” to give perjured testimony. 
As a parting shot Williams shouted 
after the defendant as he was leaving 
ney: “Don't, let them bleed 
Shorty.” 
“Shorty,” as Caranzo is nick 
evidently had some ‘‘dough”’ 
was bent on parting on good terms 
from his late fellow-sufferers in the 
City Jail, for immediately after his 
discharge, he went to a baker’s shep 
and bought a supply of pies and 
doughnuts, which he took to the Police 
Station, and delivered to the jailer 
with the request that the pastry be 
added to the prison bill of fare. 


Recovered the Bonds. 

Ernest Demaria, a French tailor, 
made an excursion through the tender- 
loin district Sunday evening and loaded 
up on wine and things, until he became 
exceedingly weary. He finally fell into 
the arms of the officer on that beat, 
who took him to the station to sleep 
off that tired feeling. When searched 
he had on his person $180 in bills and 
17 cents in change. He said he had 
been robbed of $1000 in United States 
bonds, so yesterday morning Detec- 
tive Goodman started out to trace them 
up. He hunted up a certain Italian 
living on Alameda street, and in a.few 
moments had possession of the bonds. 
The Italian said Demaria had dropped 
them the night before, and ‘he had 
Before the Italian 
acknowledged to Goodman that he had 
them, the officer assured him they were 
of no value to any one except the 
owner. On hearing this the pilgrim 
from sunny Italy immediately con- 


cluded that he had the bonds, and | 


turned them over to the officer.
